The  Eighty-Fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
South  Caroh'na  assembled  at  this,  the  appointed  time  and 
place,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker,  as  far 
as  the  Creed  ;  the  Lessons  being  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Cor- 
nish, and  the  remainder  by  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Edgerton.  The 
Ante-Communion  service  was  by  the  Rev.  P.  J.  Shand,  D.  D., 
the  Epistle  being  read  by  the  Rev.  John  Johnson,  and  the 
sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Jas.  W.  Miles,  from  St,  Luke, 
IV.,  1 6th  to  2 1  St  verses. 

The  Bishop  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Shand,  and  Messrs.  Pinckney,  Edgerton,  and 
Gregorie,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.

SECOND  DAY. 

Friday,  May  14th,  1875. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Stringfellow  and 
Stickney ;  and  the  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Campbell. 
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The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  members  absent  yester- 
day, and  the  following  answered,  viz  :  of  the  Clergy,  Revs.

Deputies.] 

On  motion  of  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  the  following  visiting 
Clergymen  were  invited  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  viz  :  Rev. 
Dr.  Bailey,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  Rev.  Mr.  Lance, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Gregorie,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.    [See  Appendix  I.] 

The  Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Hanckel,  As- 
sistant Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  order  of  proceedings  unfinished  yesterday 
was  taken  up,  and  the  Standing  Committee  presented  their 
annual  Communication.    [See  Appendix  II.] 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  presented  his  Report, 
which,  together,  with  the  accounts  of  the  late  Treasurer,  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  discussion  of  Mr.  McCrady's  resolution  was  then  re- 
sumed. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Cornish  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  : 

One  Lay  Delegate,  chosen  by  the  Communicants  of  any  Missionary  Station,  or 
Congregation  of  colored  people,  represented  in  this  Convention  by  the  Rector,  or  Mis- 
sionary in  charge,  acting  under  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  seats  assigned  them  in  this  house;  and  may  be  allowed  to  speak  on 
any  question  directly  and  specially  affecting  their  respective  Parishes  or  Stations,  and 
no  others,  upon  the  motion  of  any  member  of  this  Convention. 

Which,  on  motion  to  that  effect,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough  moved  to  strike  out  before  Con- 
vention'' words  the  next 2.xi6.  substitute  ''this,''  which 
was  also  laid  on  the  table.    Ayes  73,  nays  39. 

Dr.  R,  Lebby  moved  to  lay  the  original  resolution  on  the 
table  ;  and  a  vote  by  orders  being  called  for,  the  motion  was 
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lost:  the  Clergy  voting  aye  17,  no  15;  the  Laity,  aye  10, 
no  24,  divided,  4. 

Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  : 

Resol'ved,  That  while  this  Convention  welcomes  the  Delegates  from  St.  Mark's  to 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  this  body,  it  expressly  declares  and  insists  that  this  case 
shall  not  be  drawn  into  precedent:  but  that  hereafter,  all  applications  kindred  to  that 
of  St.  Mark's,  shall  be  received  and  decided,  each  one  on  its  individual  merits  5  and 
that  this  Convention  possesses  and  will  exercise  the  right  of  excluding  from  this  body 
all  such  Delegates  of  the  class  herein  referred  to,  as  it  shall  hereafter  regard  likely  to 
interrupt  the  peace  of  the  Church,  or  impede  the  glory  of  God. 

Which  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Seabrook  offered  the  following  substitute  : 

Resol'ved,  That  the  application  of  the  Church  of  St.  Mark  to  be  admitted  into 
this  Convention  be  favorably  received,  and  that  the  said  Church  be  admitted. 

Which  was,  also  laid  on  the  table. 

Rev.  John  Johnson  offered  the  following  substitute  : 

Resol-ved,  That  the  application  of  St.  Mark's  Congregation  be  granted ;  to  take 
effect  at  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

This,  also,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  original  resolution,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  W.  F.  Colcock,  the  blank  was  filled  by  inserting 
seven,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned,  to  meet  to-morrow, 
at  10  o'clock.

The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  Motte  and  Green  appointed  Tellers  of  the  vote 
of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  C.  R.  Holmes  and  Hayden  of  that 
of  the  Laity.  These  Tellers  reported :  of  the  Clergy, 
eleven  votes  cast,  of  which  Rev.  Messrs.  Pinckney,  Elliott  and 
Johnson,  and  Messrs.  Pringle,  Lesesne,  McCrady,  Memminger 
and  Wragg,  each  received  eleven  ;  Rev.  Messrs.  Trapier  and 
Porter  each  ten,  and  two  scattering.  Of  the  Laity,  thirty- 
three  votes  cast,  of  which  Rev.  Messrs.  Pinckney,  Elliott^ 
and  Johnson,  and  Pringle,  Lesesne,  and  McCrady,  each 
received  thirty-three  ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  thirty-two  ;  Re.v. 
R.  S.  Trapier  and  Mr.  Memminger,  each  thirty-one,  and 
Dr.  Wragg,  twenty-nine  ;  theiefore,  that  the  former  Standing 
Committee  was.  elected. 
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The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  their 
report.    [See  Appendix  III,  (D.)] 

The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological 
Seminary  was  ordered,  and  Revs.  Messrs.  Bellinger  and 
E.  R.  Miles  appointed  Tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and 
Messrs.  W.  Mazyck  Porcher  and  Warren  of  that  of  the 
Laity.  The  Tellers  reported :  of  the  Clergy,  seven  votes 
cast,  of  which  the  former  Trustees  received,  each  seven  ;  and 
of  the  Laity,  twenty-eight  votes  cast,  of  which  Rev.  Messrs. 


by  striking  out  the  word  ''five  "  immediately  before  Laymen'' 
in  the  second  line  of  Sec.  i,  and  inserting  six^  which  was  lost. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel  moved  to  recur  to  Canon  II,  for  the 
purpose  of  amending  it  in  Sec.  4,  as  follows  :  Strike  out  the 
word  "  every  "  after  the  word  in  the  first  line,  and  substi- 
tute the  word  the  ;  and  after  the  word  ''Vestry^'  in  same  line, 
insert  the  words,  of  eveiy  Parish  in  union  zvith  the  Convention. 

The  Finance  Committee  presented  their  report,  which  was 
received,  and  its  recommendations  adopted.  [See  App.  III. 
B.] 

Mr.  W.  Mazyck   Porcher  moved  that  the  name  of  St. 
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Stephen's  Church,  Pineville,  be  transferred  to  the  Hst  of  sus- 
pended Parishes,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  presented  their 
report,  which  was  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the 
Journal.    [See  App.  Ill,  A.] 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  made  a  verbal 
report  through  Mr.  T.  M.  Hanckel. 

Rev.  Prof  DuBose  also  made  a  statement  of  the  condition 
and  prospects  of  the  University. 

Mr.  John  Hanckel  moved  the  suspension  of  the  Rules  of 
Order,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  a  report  from  the  "  Clergy 
Society,"  which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  report  read  by  Mr. 
W.  C.  Bee,  as  follows  : 

REPORT 

Of  the  Committee  of  "the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the 
Clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,"  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention of  South  Carolina  : 

At  the  last  Annual  Convention,  the  Committee  submitted  a  report  in  which  the 
origin,  objects  and  progress  of  the  Society,  with  the  gratifying  results  which  had  re- 
warded its  labors  were  briefly,  but  clearly  stated  j  it  is  unnecessary,  therefore,  to  review 
them  here.  In  that  report,  however,  the  Committee  dwelt  impressively  upon  the  re- 
verses which  had  befallen  the  Society,  and  its  consequent  inability  to  extend  the  accus- 
tomed relief  to  those  whose  wants  had  been  the  objects  of  its  cherished  care. 

They  urged  therein  the  necessity  for  prompt  and  general  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
all  connected  with  the  Church  in  an  effort  to  provide,  not  only  for  the  pressing  demands 
for  present  aid,  but  for  the  restoration  of  the  Society  to  the  position  which  it  once 
occupied. 

This  appeal  was  supplemented  by  another,  addressed  to  every  member  of  the  fold  in 
this  Diocese,  and  the  instrumentality  of  the  rectors  of  the  respective  Churches  was  ear- 
nestly invoked  to  secure  its  proper  distribution  and  a  prompt  remittance  of  the  contri- 
butions which  the  Society  felt  assured  must  follow. 

The  disappointment  at  the  feeble  response  thus  far  elicited,  can  be  better  conceived 
than  expressed.  The  Treasurer  reports  that  up  to  this  date,  the  remittances  made  to  him 
aggregate  but  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  45-100  dollars,  while  the  whole  income  of 
the  Society  for  the  present  year,  is  inadequate  to  liquidate  the  arrearages  upon  the  ap- 
propriations for  the  previous  year. 

If  prompt  and  liberal  aid,  therefore,  be  not  extended,  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
those  who  faithfully  devoted  their  lives  to  the  promotion  of  the  eternal,  and,  therefore, 
the  best  welfare  of  their  respective  flocks,  must  endure  privations  which  a  combined 
effort  on  the  part  of  those  more  fortunately  situated  would  certainly  alleviate,  if  not 
entirely  relieve. 

To  the  best  of  their  ability,  the  Committee  have  discharged  the  duties  assigned  them. 
The  facts  need  no  embellishment,  and  it  remains  for  each  member  of  our  Church  to 
decide,  as  in  the  sight  of  God,  what  is  his  or  her  duty  in  the  present  emergency. 
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Two  members  of  the  Church  have  each  pledged  a  contribution  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, provided  eighteen  others  will  each  contribute  a  like  sum.  If  this  proposition  can 
be  made  available,  one  half  of  the  sum  needed  would  be  thus  realized,  and  the  deficit 
might  then  be  made  up  by  contributions  in  smaller  sums,  and  by  additions  to  the  roll 
of  members  of  the  Society.  Respectfully  submitted,

It  was,  on  motion,  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Journal. 
The  Special  Committee  "  On  Times  for  Special  Offerings," 
presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Offerings,  respectfully 
report : 

That  they  have  endeavored  to  do  justice  to  the  various  objects,  general,  diocesan,  and 
special,  which  demand  the  helping  hand  of  the  Church.  Mindful  of  the  enfeebled 
condition  of  the  Diocese,  they  have  selected  only  such  objects  as  they  thought  impera- 
tive in  their  claims. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  our  duty  to  give  our  united  and  systematic  support  to  the 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  of  the  Church,  established  by  the  General  Convention, 
and  binding  upon  us  by  the  law  of  Christ,  and  of  His  Church.  To  these  we  assign 
the  first  place. 

The  second  place  on  the  list,  we  allot  to  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  so  long 
sustained  by  the  Diocese,  so  often  commended  by  our  Bishops,  so  often  recognized  by 
our  Convention,  as  the  missionary  agent  of  the  Church. 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy,  and  its 
younger  ally,  the  Church  Brotherhood,  is  another  object  which  commends  itself  to  the 
Christian  sympathy  of  the  Diocese. 

The  support  of  candidates  for  orders,  is  another  subject  of  vital  interest  to  the  Dio- 
cese; and  while  the  Committee  include  this  among  the  objects  to  be  recommended  to 
general  support,  they  do  not  designate  any  Sunday  for  such  offerings,  inasmuch  as  the 
Bishop  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  ask  such  an  offering  at  every  Church  which 
he  visits. 

The  Commission  of  Home  Missions  to  colored  people,  established  by  the  General 
Convention,  and  endorsed  by  our  own,  and  other  Southern  Dioceses,  is  another  object 
which  we  neither  can,  nor  desire  to  overlook.  Our  efforts  to  aid  the  colored  race, 
manifest  themselves  rather  in  the  direct  labors  of  our  Clergy,  than  in  pecuniary  contri- 
butions. But  as  we  receive  aid  in  the  Diocese  to  the  amount  of  $2,000  per  annum 
from  this  commission,  we  feel  bound  in  justice  to  make  some  return. 

The  University  of  the  South,  is  recommended  to  the  Southern  Dioceses  by  all  their 
Bishops,  and  the  time  designated  to  make  our  offerings  is  established  by  usage. 

With  respect  to  the  special  Sundays  on  which  these  offerings  may  be  made,  the  Com- 
mittee have  endeavored  to  make  a  suitable  arrangement.  They  recognize  the  benefit 
of  united  effort  in  our  ecclesiastical,  as  well  as  secular  concerns,  and  believe  that  harmo- 
nious action  in  the  support  of  the  Church's  labors  will  increase  her  power  for  good. 
They  therefore  suggest  the  following  scheme  for  consideration,  and  recommend  the 
Clergy  to  give  it  a  fair  trial  : 
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Objects  for  Missionary  Offerings. — I.  Foreign  Missions,  First  Sunday  after  Epiphany.

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Board  of  Missions  presented  their  report.  [See  App. 
Ill,  C] 

Mr.  John  Hanckel  presented  the  hst  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
South  CaroHna,  and,  on  motion,  they  were  approved  as  the 
Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  being  the  same  as  last 
year. 

Mr.  I.  M.  Bryan  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted : 

Resol'ved,  That  this  Convention  desires  to  express  for  the  Diocese  its  interest  in  per- 
petuating a  substantial  record  of  the  interesting  services  "  In  Commemoration  of  the 
planting  of  the  Church  of  England  vvithin  the  Province  of  Carolina." 

Resolved,  That  the  general  Committee  of  Arrangements  on  said  occasion  be  request- 
ed to  superintend  the  publication  of  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  his- 
torical address  delivered  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  prefacing  the  same  by  an 
introduction  descriptive  of  the  same. 

Resol'ved,  That  the  Bishop  and  Mr.  Smith  be  requested  to  comply  with  the  wish  of 
the  Convention,  by  allowing  the  use  of  their  MSS.  for  the  said  publication,  and  that 
the  expense  be  defrayed  by  contributions  from  each  Parish. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith  moved  that  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention meet  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  May,  1876.  Which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  J.  B. 
Palmer,  was  amended  by  substituting  Trinity  Church,  Colum- 
bia, for  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  and  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  C.  R.  Holmes: 

Resol'ved,  That  the  name  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  St.  George's  Parish,  be  changed 
to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Summerville. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Shand : 

ResolTJcdy  That  this  Convention  has  heard  with  deep  interest  the  remarks  of  the 
Bishop  in  reference  to  the  Educational  Institutions  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and 
earnestly  urges  upon  the  members  of  our  Church  the  support  of  the  same,  by  their 
active  sympathy,  contributions  and  patronage. 
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Seven  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  Journal  were  ordered 
to  be  printed  ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  E.  McCrady  : 

Resol'ved,  That  after  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes,  and  prayer,  the  Con- 
vention adjourn  sine  die. 

Whereupon  the  Minutes  were  read  and  approved,  the 
Bishop  bid  the  Convention  an  affectionate  adieu,  and- after 
prayers  and  benediction,  it  was  adjourned  sine  die.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 

TO  THE 

EIGHTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity :  In  addressing 
you,  assembled  for  the  fourth  time  since  my  entrance  upon 
the  Episcopate,  you  will,  I  am  sure,  accept  my  hearty  wel- 
come to  this,  the  eighty-fifth  Annual  Convention,  and  unite 
with  me  in  the  prayer  that  God,  by  His  Holy  Spirit,  would 
"  direct  us  in  all  our  doings  ;  "  that  they  may  be  begun, 
continued,  and  ended  in  Him,  and  that  we  may  glorify  His 
holy  name,  and,  finally,  by  His  mercy,  obtain  everlasting  life, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord. 

In  making  this,  my  annual  report  of  visitations,  and  other 
duties  belonging  to  the  discharge  of  my  office,  I  will  depart 
somewhat  from  the  usual  routine  pertaining  to  Episcopal 
addresses  in  this  Diocese.  I  shall  not  consume  your  time  by 
reading  out,  as  heretofore,  the  monotonous  list  of  duties  dis- 
charged, but  beg  leave,  when  the  Journal  is  printed,  to  refer 
you  to  the  appendix,  which  will  be  found  following  these,  my 
present  remarks,  and  which  will  contain  my  services  and 
official  acts,  as  they  are  recorded  in  my  memoranda. 

I  will  call  your  attention,  however,  to  some  few  statistics 
and  items  of  Diocesan  interest. 

The  clergy  list  of  those  canonically  connected  with  this 
Diocese,  contains,  besides  your  Bishop,  forty-nine  names — 
forty-seven  Priests,  and  two  Deacons.  During  the  past  year 
there  have  been  no  deaths  among  the  clergy,  and  none  have 
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removed  to  other  Dioceses.  Two  presbyters  have  been 
received :  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Stickney,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas,  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Stringfellow,  from  the  Diocese 
of  Alabama.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Stickney  has  charge  of  the 
Churches  on  Edisto  and  John's  Islands,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Stringfellow  is  the  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia.  Changes  have  been  as  follows  :  Rev.  E.  R.  Miles 
has  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville,  and 
accepted  that  of  Grace  Church,  Camden  ;  Rev.  Mr.  Camp- 
bell has  left  St.  John's,  Fairfield,  for  St.  Luke's,  Charleston  ; 
Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss  has  resigned  St.  Luke's,  Charleston,  and 
supplies,  for  the  present.  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee, 
and  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Combahee ;  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Drayton  having  previously  relinquished  this  last  named  par- 
ish ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Johnson  has  resigned  St.  Paul's, 
Summerville  ;  Rev.  Mr.  McCoUough  has  resigned  the  Church 
of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg ;  Rev.  Mr.  Hay  has  resigned 
Trinity,  Black  Oak,  and  will  confine  himself  to  Lower  St. 
John's  Berkeley ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry  has  accepted  a  call 
to  St.  Paul's,  Summerville.  The  following  parishes  are 
vacant:  All  Saints',  Waccamaw  ;  Prince  Frederick's,  Peedee  ; 
St.  John's,  Fairfield ;  Trinity,  Abbeville  ;  Church  of  the  Ad- 
vent, Spartanburg  ;  Trinity,  Black  Oak ;  St.  Mark's,  Chester  ; 
Holy  Comforter,  Sumter,  and  St.  John's,  Florence.  Candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders,  six^  viz  :  Mr.  John  Kershaw,  Mr.  Mil- 
ner  Jones,  Mr.  W.  H.  Barnwell,  Mr.  J.  B.  Perry,  Mr.  P.  H. 
Whaley,  Mr.  Edwin  C.  Steele.  Messrs.  Kershaw  and  Jones, 
are  pursuing  their  theological  studies  under  Rev.  Mr.  DuBose, 
at  Sewanee  ;  Messrs.  Barnwell  and  Perry,  at  Alexandria,  Va.  ; 
Mr.  Whaley,  at  the  Berkeley  Divinity  School,  Conn.  ;  Mr. 
Steele,  at  Nashotah,  Wis.  Postulants  who  hope  in  due  time 
to  become  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  four.  Lay  readers 
licensed,  twelve.  Number  of  persons  confirmed  during  the 
past  year,  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  Churches  conse- 
crated, two.  One  of  these,  Grace  Church,  at  the  Ridge,  has 
just  entered  upon  its  ecclesiastical  existence,  and  as  this  fine 
portion  of  the  State  fills  up,  the  congregation,  doubtless,  by 
the  blessing  of  God,  will  increase  and  strengthen  also.  The 
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church  building  itself,  is  neat  and  tasteful,  and  the  small  con- 
gregation of  zealous  Church  people  worshipping  in  it  have 
done  much  for  themselves,  and  have  also  been  assisted  by 
very  valuable  donations  from  abroad.  The  Rev.  C.  B.  Walker 
is  in  charge  of  the  new  congregation. 

The  other  Church  consecrated  was  Christ  Church,  in  Christ 
Church  Parish,  and  under  different  circumstances.  It  was 
not  a  new,  but  an  old  Church  ;  one  of  the  Colonial  Churches. 
It  had  gone  through  two  wars,  and  both  had  left  their  marks 
upon  it.  For  several  years  past  it  had  been  in  a  ruinous  con- 
dition ;  but  now,  under  the  efforts  of  the  Rector,  and  seconded 
by  the  Parishioners,  and  the  congregation  gathering  around 
it,  it  has  been  repaired  and  made  meet  for  the  worship  of  God. 
I  do  not  know  which  Church  gave  me  the  most  pleasure  in 
consecrating — the  new  or  the  old.  With  the  one  it  was  birth  ; 
with  the  other  resurrection. 

The  contributions  placed  in  my  hands  for  purposes  within 
the  Diocese,  and  expended  on  missions,  the  parochial  clergy, 
and  upon  candidates  for  holy  orders,  amount  to  ;^  1,945. 33. 
Of  this,  $i,S62  have  been  paid  out  in  the  way  indicated,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  ^83.33,  which  I  shall  devote  to  our  theologi- 
cal students.  Of  the  above  amount,  one  Parish — St.  Philip's, 
Charleston — contributed  more  than  one-fourth.  I  desire  to 
call  particular  attention,  in  this  connection,  to  the  venerable 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Caro- 
lina. This  society,  as  you  are  aware,  is  the  missionary  organ 
of  the  Diocese,  and  has  been  brought  into  close  union  with 
the  Convention.  Without  its  aid,  I  do  not  know  how  our 
missionary  operations  could  possibly  be  carried  on.  Of  late, 
in  its  efforts  to  assist  parishes  and  mission  points,  it  has  some- 
what exceeded  its  income,  while  at  the  same  time  subscribers 
have  neglected  to  pay  their  dues,  and  the  offerings  from  the 
Churches  and  the  mite  boxes  have  diminished.  In  1873,  the 
society  received  from  subscribers,  from  offerings,  and  from 
mite  chests,  ^2,389.35.  In  1874,  357.72.  In  1875, 
;^ 1, 084.87.  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  this 
statement,  and  to  suggest,  that  possibly  this  falling  off  is 
owing  in  great  part  to  their  not  having  brought  the  society 
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prominently  before  their  congregations.  So  long  as  this 
society  is  the  missionary  organ  of  the  Diocese,  every  con- 
gregation in  the  Diocese  should  at  least  give  it  one  offering  a 
year.  And  while  I  am  on  the  subject  of  offerings,  let  me  im- 
press upon  the  smaller  Parishes  the  need  there  is  of  each  one 
doing  something,  however  little,  for  matters  of  diocesan  and 
general  interest,  as  well  as  for  those  which  are  purely  paro- 
chial. I  think  some  of  our  congregations  need  larger  views 
in  this  matter.  I  know  perfectly,  my  brethren,  the  old  argu- 
ment— such  as  "  we  can  hardly  support  ourselves" — "  it  takes 
everything  we  have  to  support  our  own  clergyman  ;"  but 
poor  and  depressed  as  many  of  the  Parishes  are,  is  it  so,  that 
more  thought  and  more  interest  in  the  things  of  others,  and 
more  self-denial,  would  not  enable  them  to  do  more?  If 
Christian  people  felt  their  responsibilities,  and  had  their  hearts 
more  in  the  cause  of  our  blessed  Lord,  I  am  sure  we  should 
hear  less  frequently  than  we  do  the  above  reasons  for  with- 
holding more  than  is  meet.  For  instance,  an  offering  is  to  be 
made  for  some  Church  work,  or  the  Bishop  visits  a  Parish 
once  a  year — it  may  be  not  one  of  the  rural  Parishes,  and  the 
only  occasion  in  the  course  of  the  twelve  months  where  that 
Parish  puts  anything  at  all  into  the  Bishop's  hands,  is  on  this 
his  yearly  visit;  and  yet,  when  the  offerings  are  handed  in, 
and  the  size  of  the  congregation  is  considered,  the  average 
offerings  of  each  person,  it  may  be,  will  not  reach  ten  cents. 
Now,  I  do  not  suppose  that  all  this  is  due  to  the  lack  of  in- 
terest in  the  things  of  others  altogether,  though  to  a  very 
considerable  extent  this  must  be  the  case,  but  also  to  the  lack 
of  system  in  our  offerings.  If  we  cannot  give  to  all  Church 
objects,  then  let  us  select,  as  in  the  forum  of  the  conscience, 
what  objects  we  will  give  to.  And  the  rule,  I  think,  which 
should  ordinarily  govern  our  choice,  ought  to  be  the.  recom- 
mendations of  Church  authority — those  of  our  Rector,  of  our 
Bishop,  and  Diocesan  Convention,  and  of  the  Church  at  large. 
I  will  say  no  more,  however,  on  this  point,  inasmuch  as  a 
committee  appointed  at  our  last  Convention  to  make  sugges- 
tions on  this  very  important  matter  will  probably  make  their 
report  during  your  present  sitting. 
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I  am  glad  to  say  that  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church  has, 
more  than  ever,  engaged  the  thoughts  and  sympathies  of  our 
laymen,  and  of  our  churchwomen  in  Charleston,  during  the 
past  year.  Meetings  are  held  monthly  and  quarterly  of  mem- 
bers from  all  the  city  churches  for  purposes  of  conference 
upon  church-work,  and,  as  last  year,  services  have  been  held 
and  visits  paid  to  the  Hospital,  the  Jail,  and  the  Almshouse- 
May  God  bless  this  work  and  every  effort  of  kindred  charac- 
ter. It  will  bless  not  those  alone  to  whom  it  is  especially 
addressed,  but  bless  us  in  ourselves,  and  in  promoting  fellow- 
ship, one  with  another.  In  this  connection,  and  as  an  addi- 
tional step  forward  in  this  direction,  I  am  glad  to  notice, 
during  the  past  year,  the  establishment  of  a  House  of  Rest 
for  convalescents  and  incurables.  Here,  invalid  women  dis- 
charged from  the  hospital  by  reason  of  convalescence,  or  per- 
manently disabled  by  ill-health,  find  a  resting  place,  and  are 
cared  for  in  their  souls  as  well  as  bodies.  The  home  is  under 
church  supervision;  and  though  not  connected  with  any  one 
parish,  and  soliciting  the  interest  of  all,  has  yet  been  placed 
in  charge  of  one  of  the  city  rectors  to  act  as  Chaplain  and  for 
purposes  of  necessary  spiritual  ministrations.  I  invoke  God's 
blessing  upon  it  and  upon  all  connected  therewith. 

The  University  of  the  South,  in  which  this  Diocese  is  so 
deeply  interested,  and  which  must  inevitably  bear  a  very  im- 
portant part  in  the  years  to  come  in  the  work  of  Christian 
education,  if  only  it  be  sustained,  is  again  commended  to  your 
interest  and  hearty  support.  Its  greatest  need  is  endowment, 
which  will  put  it  on  a  permanent  basis.  Its  trustees,  how- 
ever, will  report  to  you  as  usual  at  this  Convention.  I  regret 
that  circumstances  prevented  my  attendance  in  August  last 
upon  the  annual  commencement. 

I  need  not  speak  of  the  School  and  Institute  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  this  city.  It 
never  did  its  work  more  faithfully  and  efficiently  than  now. 
My  hope  is  that  it  will  become  a  permanent  feature  of  the 
Diocese,  and  that  it  will  live  and  flourish  long  after  the  dis- 
tresses which  gave  it  birth  shall  have  been  forgotten,  and  we 
ourselves  have  passed  away.    One  way  in  which  we  may 
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indirectly  sustain  it,  and  aid  in  givin^^  help  to  others,  is  to  send 
our  children  there  who  can  pay  the  tuition  fees.  But  this 
school  has  so  often  been  commended  in  Episcopal  addresses, 
both  my  own  and  those  of  my  predecessors,  that  I  will  add 
no  more. 

St.  John's  School,  for  girls,  in  Spartanburg,  is  still  open  ; 
and  stepping  outside  of  the  Diocese  for  one  moment,  I  would 
call  the  attention  of  parents  who  send  their  daughters  away 
from  home  to  the  old  and  well  established  church  school  of 
St.  Mary's,  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Smedes.  No  parent,  it  seems  to  me,  who  has  a  son 
or  a  daughter  to  educate  should  hesitate  for  one  moment  in 
deciding  to  place  them,  at  this  forming  time  of  life,  under 
churchly  influences,  other  things  being  equal.  School  influ- 
ences not  unfrequently  tinge  an  entire  after  life. 

You  will  observe  in  the  record  of  my  official  acts  the 
deposition  of  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  and  soon  after  (in 
two  months'  time)  his  restoration  to  the  exercise  of  the 
ministry.  As  this  is  the  first  proceeding  of  the  kind  under  a 
late  additional  section  to  Canon  11,  Title  II,  of  the  Digest,  and 
as  I  have  reason  to  think  that  the  course  pursued  is  not  clearly 
apprehended  by  some  persons,  you  will  be  good  enough  to 
give  attention  to  the  following  remarks  on  the  nature  and 
effects  of  deposition.  What,  then,  in  the  case  of  a  Clergy- 
man, Deacon  or  Priest,  does  deposition  by  a  Bishop — for  it 
can  be  pronounced  by  none  other — effect  ?  Before  I  answer, 
I  must  first  premise  the  distinction  between  the  gift  of  Orders, 
bestowed  in  ordination,  and  the  right  to  exercise  that  gift. 
You  may  have  a  power,  and  yet  be  restrained  from  the 
exercise  of  that  power.  Nay,  you  may  have  a  power  and 
yet  it  might,  under  certain  circumstances,  be  very  wrong 
for  you  to  exercise  that  power.  A  Bishop,  for  instance, 
is  a  Bishop  the  world  over ;  but  it  would  be  very  wrong 
for  him  to  intrude  into  another's  Diocese  and  exercise 
his  office  there  without  consent.  When  he  left  his  ow^n 
Diocese  and  went  into  that  of  another,  he  left  not  his 
Order  behind  him,  but  the  functions  of  his  Order.  The  same 
is  true  of  the  Presbyter  and  the  Deacon — while  the  power  of

Orders  always  belongs  to  them,  yet  they  are  restrained  in  the 
exercise  of  it  to  their  appointed  spheres.  Now,  deposition 
deprives  a  Bishop,  Priest  or  Deacon,  not  of  the  original  gift 
of  Orders  conveyed  to  him  in  the  act  of  laying  on  hands,  but 
deprives  him  of  the  right  to  exercise  that  gift  within  the 
Church  of  Christ.  It  deprives  him  absolutely  within  the 
communion  where  the  deposition  was  pronounced,  and  if 
outside  of  that  communion  he  exercises  his  ministry  after 
deposition,  the  responsibility  rests  upon  him,  and  for  this,  as 
for  other  things,  he  must  give  account  in  the  day  of  judgment. 
Such  then  being  the  deposition,  it  follows  that  when  the 
deposition  terminates  you  do  not  re-ordain,  because  Orders 
have  not  been  taken  away,  but  the  right  to  exercise  Orders 
revives,  and  the  Priest  or  Deacon  in  the  act  terminating 
deposition  is  simply  rehabilitated.  St.  Augustine's  illustra- 
tion is  quite  pertinent.  The  Church,  he  supposes,  excommu- 
nicates a  notorious  offender,  and  puts  him  beyond  her  pale. 
This  her  act,  however,  cannot  unbaptize  him,  and  if  she 
receives  him  back  into  communion  again  he  comes  with  his 
original  baptism ;  so,  he  argues,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  depo- 
sition cannot,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  use  the  word,  disordain 
one  once  in  Orders.  But  shall  one  who  has  been  once  sol- 
emnly deprived  of  the  right  to  execute  his  office  by  the 
authority  of  the  Church,  and  for  cause,  shall  such  an  one  be 
restored,  not  to  Orders,  as  I  have  said,  but  to  the  exercise  of 
Orders?  Can  it  be  done?  If  it  can,  ought  iX.  to  be  done? 
As  regards  the  former  question,  the  rule  of  the  ancient  Church 
was,  not  to  restore  after  once  a  clergyman  had  been  lawfully, 
and  for  just  cause,  and  by  competent  authority,  deposed.  But 
the  rule  was  sometimes  relaxed,  as  in  the  instances  of  the 
Novatians  and  Donatists,  and  where  it  was  thought  to  pro- 
mote the  peace  and  unity  of  the  Church  so  to  relax  it.  Now, 
in  cases  of  deposition  for  criminal  offence,  we  still  hold  to  the 
ancient  rigor.  A  clergyman  deposed  for  such  causes  would 
probably  never  be  restored,  even  if  the  Church  was  satisfied 
of  his  repentance  ;  but  in  cases  of  misguided  judgment — 
acting,  too,  it  may  be,  under  a  mistaken  sense  of  duty — for 
such  she  has  provided,  T  think — wisely  provided,  a  way  ol

return  ;  and  my  prayer  is,  that  those  who  have  gone  out  from 
us,  and  it  may  be  without  a  full  conception  of  all  that 
such  a  step  involves,  may  come  to  themselves,  and  arise  and 
return,  and  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the  Canon 
of  Restoration  above  referred  to. 

And  now,  before  I  leave  this  painful  subject,  let  me  add 
one  or  two  words  in  connection  with  the  unhappy  schism 
which  still  invites  and  incites  our  brethren  to  leave  us,  and 
which  can  only  prosper  through  our  wounds,  and  whose  plea 
for  existence  can  be  substantiated  only  when  it  is  shown  that 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is  corrupt  beyond  remedy. 
You  will  not,  I  am  sure,  interpret  my  words  as  spoken  in  the 
spirit  of  denunciation,  for  that  is  far  from  my  thoughts.  I 
speak  only,  or  at  least  think  I  do,  in  the  spirit  of  truth  and 
soberness.  I  fear  some  of  us  do  not  comprehend  the  ex- 
ceeding sinfulness  of  this  movement.  I  am  aware,  my  breth- 
ren, that  such  language  as  this  may  grate  upon  the  ears  of 
some  of  you,  but  I  cannot  avoid  it,  and  I  have  used  it  delib- 
erately, and  because  when  I  was  consecrated  to  my  present 
office  I  promised  to  do  all  that  in  me  lay  to  warn  you  against 
erroneous  and  strange  doctrines  contrary  to  God's  Word, 
and  a  false  liberalism,  in  my  judgment,  is  one  of  the  idols  of 
the  day.  Can  there  be  such  a  thing  as  schism  ?  and,  if  there 
can,  is  it  sinful  ?  Do  you  say  that  persons  have  a  right  to 
set  up  their  own  tastes  or  opinions,  and  then  to  form  organi- 
zations expressive  of  them  ?  Do  you  say  there  is  no  more 
wrong  in  setting  up  a  new  sect  in  the  Christian  world  than 
there  is  in  organizing  a  new  political  party  ?  I  know  many 
around  us  think  so,  but  can  you  say  or  think  so  as  members 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  ?  Certainly  not,  because 
in  the  most  solemn  moments  of  your  lives,  when  you  are  on 
your  knees  before  the  Judge  of  all  the  earth,  this  church  bids 
you  pray  thus  :  From  all  false  doctrine,  heresy  and  schism, 
good  Lord  deliver  me  ;"  and,  in  another  place,  "  Defend  this 
congregation  from  the  sins  of  heresy  and  scJiism.''  Your 
own  prayers,  then,  witness  that,  however  it  may  be  with  other 
people,  for  you,  at  least,  schism  is  no  more  a  mere  ecclesias- 
tical phantom,  but  is  in  very  deed  and  truth  a  sin,  and  that 
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you  cannot  so  much  as  in  thought  even,  bid  it  God-speed. 
Does  the  movement,  then,  to  which  I  have  referred  bear  the 
name  of  schism  writ  on  its  very  forehead  ?  When  I  re- 
member how  it  came  to  be,  I  verily  think  so.  You  may  have 
heard  the  movement  compared  with  the  Reformation  of  the 
Church  of  England  when  she  emancipated  herself  from  the 
yoke  of  Rome.  But  where  is  the  resemblance  between  the 
two  cases  ?  In  the  one  instance  a  single  Bishop,  on  a  few 
hours'  notice,  quits  the  Communion  in  which  he  had  previ- 
ously ministered,  and  goes  no  whither.  In  the  other,  by 
action  of  the  Convocations  of  Canterbury  and  York,  repre- 
senting the  Church  of  England,  followed  by  action  on  the 
part  of  the  National  Legislature,  the  tyrannous  usurpation  of 
the  Bishop  of  Rome  was  removed.  This  action  was  purely 
organic,  and  by  virtue  of  the  ancient  power  possessed  by 
both  Church  and  Realm.  Even  Luther  did  not  withdraw 
from  Rome.  Rome  excommunicated  him,  and  shut  the  doors 
upon  him,  and  bolted  them.  Now,  to  compare  the  schism  of 
an  individual  with  such  a  movement  as  that  of  all  England, 
is  to  confound  things  essentially  dissimilar,  most  pitiably. 

But  I  leave  the  subject,  and  I  trust  forever,  and  if  I  have 
referred  to  it  at  any  unseeming  length,  and  beyond  its  im- 
portance, it  is  not  because  I  suppose  there  is  sympathy  among 
us  with  this  separation,  but  to  suggest,  as  much  as  anything 
else,  that  our  danger  ecclesiastically  may  lie  in  an  undue  ap- 
preciation of  individualism,  and  an  insufficient  regard  for  the 
communion  of  saints.  I  pass  on.  Among  the  noticeable 
events  of  the  past  year  was  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention in  New  York,  during  the  month  of  October.  The 
Church  papers  have  so  fully  put  you  in  possession  of  what 
was  done  by  that  large  assembly  of  the  representatives  of 
the  Church,  that  there  is  less  need  for  me  to  detain  you  with 
remarks  at  length.  Four  new  Dioceses  were  erected,  for  which 
Bishops  have  since  been  elected  and  received  consecration. 
Four  new  Missionary  jurisdictions  were  likewise  set  apart, 
and  for  them  too.  Missionary  Bishops  have  been  consecrated. 
If  less  business  was  transacted  than  was  hoped  for,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  Convention  is  made  up  of  two  houses, 
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and  that  these,  both  of  them,  increase  in  their  proportions 
with  the  growth  of  the  Church  throughout  the  country. 
Moreover,  much  time  must  necessarily  be  consumed  in  debate 
and  in  the  careful  scrutiny  of  proposed  legislation.  On  the 
vexed  question  of  what  is  commonly  called  ritualism — and  by 
that  I  mean  a  ceremonial  on  the  implied  personal  presence  of 
our  Lord,  not  with  the  partaker,  but  first  with  the  elements  of 
bread  and  wine — the  temper  of  the  Convention  was  firm. 
Clearly,  the  prevailing  sentiment  of  the  Convention  was  not 
only  not  with,  but  against  ritualism,  in  this  sense  ;  and  if  the 
House  of  Bishops  modified  the  Canon  on  Ritual,  as  passed  by 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  it  was  not  owing  to 
less  pronounced  views,  but  because  that  proposed  Canon 
affirmed  that  certain  things  symbolized  false  doctrine,  when 
such  really  was  not  the  case.  Of  course  it  was  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  everybody  should  be  satisfied,  for  in  that  event 
the  occupation  of  not  a  few  people  would  be  gone,  but  with 
reasonable  persons,  those  who  do  not  look  to  have  everything 
their  own  way  in  the  Church  or  in  the  world,  the  conclusion 
I  think  must  be  reached,  that  this  Church  abides  by  the 
primitive  Church,  and  the  Reformers  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, and  that  it  is  the  last  of  her  thoughts  to  think  of  re- 
verting to  mediaeval  doctrine  and  ritual.  Let  us  hope,  then, 
the  results  of  the  Convention  in  this  direction  having  made  it 
manifest  that  the  heart  of  the  Chnrch  is  not  in  sympathy  with 
what  is  commonly  called  ritualism,  that  brethren  of  all 
schools  will  accept  this  conclusion,  and  that  no  occasion  will 
be  given  for  well  grounded  cause  of  disquiet. 

But  the  Convention  was  equally  firm  in  another  direction. 
A  very  respectable  number  of  persons  signed  a  memorial 
asking  for  a  change  in  two  of  the  rubrics  of  the  office  for 
Infant  Baptism,  whereby  the  officiating  minister,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, might  omit  the  word  "  regenerated,"  as  applied  to 
infants  when  baptized,  but  the  proposed  change,  for  many 
reasons,  reasons  of  expediency  and  of  principle,  was  not 
adopted.  Both  rubric  and  service  remain  as  before,  not  from 
an  indifference  to  those  who  urged  the  petition,  but  because 
the  instinct  of  the  Church  taught  the  Convention  that  these 
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were  not  the  times  to  bring  into  question  and  uncertainty 
ancient  teaching,  at  least  within  the  Hmits  of  the  appointed 
service.  If  questions  must  be  debated,  let  it  be  outside  of 
the  prescribed  formulary  ;  let  that,  at  least,  remain  as  it  is,  and 
if  change  be  expedient,  let  it  wait  for  serener  times  and  more 
loving  hearts. 

To  my  own  very  great  regret,  a  canon  which  passed  the 
House  of  Bishops,  I  think,  (if  my  memory  serves  me,)  unani- 
mously, or  nearly  so,  forbidding  the  administration  of  the 
sacrament  to  persons  divorced  for  other  causes  than  the  one 
cause  of  adultery,  and  afterwards  marrying  again,  failed  of 
concurrence  in  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  By 
Canon  13,  Title  II.,  of  the  Digest,  no  clergyman  of  this  Church 
can  officiate  at  a  marriage  where  there  has  been  a  previous 
divorce  for  cause  other  than  that  of  adultery.  But  suppose 
the  persons  or  persons  divorced  as  above,  being  fully  informed 
of  this,  procures  a  minister  of  another  communion,  or  a  magis- 
trate, to  solemnize  the  marriage,  shall  such  persons,  the  fol- 
lowing Sunday  it  may  be,  be  permitted  to  approach  the  table 
of  the  Lord  ?  In  the  absence  of  legislation,  each  clergyman 
must  be  governed  by  his  own  views  of  duty  ;  but  my  judg- 
ment is,  and  I  speak  assuredly,  that  the  sacrament  in  the  case 
supposed,  ought  not  to  be  given  ;  for  "  v/hosoever  shall  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall 
be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord." 

At  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  were  held 
during  the  session  of  the  Convention,  among  the  many  topics 
which  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Board  night  after  night, 
and  which  were  suggested  by  the  wide  area  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Missions,  was  the  report  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  take  into  consideration  the  expediency  of  Mission- 
ary Bishops  exclusively  for  the  freedmen,  so  that  with  the 
consent  of  the  Diocesan  Bishops,  within  whose  jurisdiction 
the  mission  might  go  on,  the  work  among  the  freedmen  for 
the  present  at  least,  should  be  a  distinct  department  of  the 
Church  at  large.  The  very  respectable  committee  who  had 
this  matter  in  charge  reported  almost  unanimously  against 
the  suggested  scheme,  chiefly  on  the  ground  that  it  was 
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against  ecclesiastical  precedent,  and  that  it  could  hardly  fail 
to  work  discord  and  a  clashing  of  jurisdiction.  The  report  of 
the  committee  was  fully  sustained  in  the  Board,  and  the  sug- 
gestion, therefore,  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  or  Bishops  for  the 
freedmen  may,  I  think,  be  regarded  as  quite  opposed  to  the 
general  judgment  of  the  Church,  as  represented  by  the  Board 
of  Missions.  In  the  matter  of  work,  therefore,  among  the 
colored  people,  we  are  where  we  have  always  been.  We  must 
work  in  and  through  the  Diocese,  and,  as  far  as  we  can, 
through  the  parochial  clergy.  The  home  Commission  for 
Missions  among  the  colored  people,  will,  no  doubt,  as  the 
means  may  be  given  them,  assist  us  to  support  missionaries, 
where  they  may  be  had,  exclusively  for  this  work  ;  and  that 
the  Commission  may  have  the  means,  and  that  we  may  do 
our  part  to  sustain  them,  I  hope  the  committee  who  are  to 
report  to  this  Convention  a  scheme  for  stated  offerings  through 
the  Diocese,  will  not  overlook  it,  or  its  claims  upon  our  sup- 
port as  the  organ  of  the  Church  appointed  for  this  work.  In 
the  meantime,  my  dear  brethren,  let  us,  as  we  have  opportu- 
nity, do  what  we  can,  seeking  not  the  approval  of  man,  but  of 
Him  who  judgeth  righteous  judgment. 

Since  last  we  met  in  Diocesan  Convention  three  members 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  have  gone  to  their  rest  and  to  their 
reward,  viz  :  The  Rt,  Rev.  Dr.  Whitehouse,  of  Illinois,  who 
was  consecrated  November,  1852,  and  died  August,  1874; 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Lee,  of  Iowa,  who  was  consecrated  October, 
1854,  and  died  September,  1874;  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Payne, 
formerly  Missionary  Bishop  for  Western  Africa,  who  was 
consecrated  July,  185  i,  and  died  October,  1874.  May  we  all, 
together  with  them,  have  our  perfect  consummation  and 
bliss  at  the  appearing,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  our  great  God 
and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

And  now,  before  I  conclude  this  address,  let  me  give  one 
brief  glance  at  the  Diocese.  We  have  just  commemorated 
by  a  solemn  service  held  in  this  ancient  Parish — the  mother- 
Church  of  the  Diocese — the  first  planting  of  the  Church  of 
England  on  these  shores,  nearly,  if  not  quite,  two  hundred 
years  ago,  and  the  historical  address  to  which  we  listened  with 
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deep  interest,  detailed  how  it  grew,  and  how  the  storms  swept 
over  it,  and  how  God  -  blessed  it  and  established  it  firmly  in 
the  soil,  so  that  thousands  have  been  nourished  under  the 
shadow  of  it,  during  all  these  two  hundred  years,  for  heaven 
and  for  God.  And  I  would  that  this  commemoration  pre- 
sented for  remark  nothing  save  congratulation.  I  would  that 
we  could  conscientiously  present  our  Church,  and  the  Church 
of  our  fathers,  and  of  many  of  the  saints  of  God,  as  stronger 
now  than  ever,  and  increasing  in  strength  beyond  that  of  any 
period  in  the  past ;  but  this  cannot  be,  for  Providence  has 
permitted  of  late  years,  within  the  past  ten,  many  Parishes  to 
become  virtually  extinct  in  that  part  of  the  State  where  our 
Church  has  been  of  old  time.  I  do  not  mean  to  dwell  upon 
this,  however,  or  to  sadden  you  with  the  recital  of  an  oft-told 
tale  of  dismantled  churches  and  feeble  congregations,  where 
once  there  was  strength  and  vigor.  Perhaps  these  things 
have  been  already  dwelt  upon  too  frequently;  as  invalids, 
when  ailments  become  fixed  upon  them  and  chronic,  are  apt 
to  linger  over  and  enlarge  upon  their  aches  and  pains.  But 
as  I  go  my  rounds  over  the  State,  and  as  I  pass  through  at 
times  our  monotonous  but  solemn  pine  forests,  whose  tops, 
touched  and  swayed  by  the  passing  breeze,  give  forth  a  sound 
as  of  the  sea  breaking  upon  the  shore,  and  as  I  remark  not 
unfrequently  the  path  cut  through  them  by  the  tornado,  and 
large  trees  lying  prone  and  withered,  and  in  their  room  the 
dwarf  pine  coming  up,  I  cannot  help  thinking  of  another  sort 
of  cyclone  which  has  gone  over  us  and  the  ruined  churches 
which  lie  prostrate  in  its  path.  But  as  I  said  a  moment  ago, 
I  do  not  refer  to  this  for  mere  purposes  of  lamentation,  or  to 
contrast  the  present  with  the  past,  but  rather  that  together 
with  myself  you  too  may  be  summoned  to  duty,  to  self-denial 
for  Christ  and  his  Church,  and  to  more  active  exertions.  If 
we  would  transmit  what  has  been  delivered  to  us  we  must 
rise,  dear  brethren,  above  our  immediate  surroundings  and 
the  associations  of  the  past.  "  Unless  above  himself  he  can 
erect  himself,  how  mean  a  thing  is  man."  We  must  regard 
ourselves,  not  merely  as  members  of  this  parish  or  that  parish, 
of  this  church  or  that  church,  on  whose  walls  are  fastened  the 
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tablets  which  record  the  praises  of  our  ancestors,  but  we  must 
go  beyond  the  Parish  Church  and  feel  that  we  belong  as  well 
to  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Church  beyond  the  Diocese.  We 
must  try  and  lose  ourselves  not  in  parochial  interests,  but  in 
the  Church  of  God,  of  which  the  Parish  is  a  fragment.  I  know 
not  how  it  is,  but  possibly  we  owe  it  to  our  segregated  South- 
ern life,  especially  on  the  seaboard,  that  we  do  not  feel  as 
much  as  we  ought  that  we  are  members  of  a  body,  and  so 
members  one  of  another.  Parishes  sympathize  too  little  in 
each  other's  prosperity  and  sorrow,  and  find  it  hard  to  unite 
together  for  a  common  end.  But  we  must,  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent, lay  aside  our  individualism,  if  the  good  cause  is  to  go 
forward,  and  not  go  forward  merely  ;  but  if  even  we  are  to 
retain  those  who  have  been  brought  up  in  our  fold,  and  all  of 
whose  associations  are  linked  in  with  ours.  Strong  Parishes 
must  help  support  the  weak  Parishes ;  weak  Parishes  must 
combine  together  under  one  clergyman,  and  destitute  Parishes 
must  have  the  visits  of  the  missionary;  and  church  families, 
which  are  constrained  to  leave  the  old  home  and  move  else- 
where, and  where  our  services  are  unknown,  must  learn — it 
may  be  from  the  city  rectors,  as  well  as  from  the  visits  of  the 
bishop — that  they  are  not  forgotten. 

In  many  parts  of  our  State  I  meet  the  descendants  of  men 
and  women  who  were  members  of  our  Communion,  but  they 
are  estranged  from  us  and  know  us  not,  and  when  they  come 
to  the  services  which  their  fathers  and  mothers  loved,  it  is  as 
if  some  strange  thing  had  happened  unto  them,  and  all  be- 
cause the  Church  could  not  or  did  not  look  after  them.  I  cite 
but  a  single  instance  in  proof  that  I  do  not  speak  too  wide  of 
the  mark.  I  quote  from  Dalcho,  who  writes  :  "  In  the  years 
1764  and  1770  a  considerable  number  of  Palatines  arrived  in 
Carolina.  They  were  settled  in  one  of  ihe  townships  called 
Londonderry,  in  Edgefield  District,  at  a  place  called  Cuffee- 
Town.  In  1770  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  Foreign  Parts  sent  the  Rev.  Samuel  Frederick  Lucius 
as  their  Missionary  to  these  people.  In  a  letter  dated  at 
Cuffee-Town,  October  25,  1770,  he  informed  the  Society  of  his 
arrival  in  the  province  the  preceding  April,  and  that  he  had 
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officiated  in  his  mission  for  the  first  time  on  Easter  Sunday, 
to  a  numerous  and  attentive  congregation.  He  stated  that  he 
had  two  hundred  families  under  his  pastoral  care,  who  had 
been  so  long  without  the  ordinances  of  religion  that  their 
children  were  growing  up  *  like  savages.'  From  April  13  to 
September  29  he  had  baptized  forty  children  and  thirty  adults, 
and  the  Lord's  table  was  a' tended  by  sixty  communicants." 
And  what  now  is  the  end  of  Dalcho's  record  of  church-work 
in  Edgefield  District  ?  This,  which  was  written  in  18 19  :  "No 
Episcopal  clergyman  has  been  settled  here  since  the  Revolu- 
tion." (Dalcho,  page  389.)  I  will  not,  brethren,  rake  open 
the  ashes  of  the  past  and  ask  why  was  this  so.  Doubtless 
there  was  a  cause,  and  that  cause,  it  may  be,  the  disorganized 
condition  of  the  Church  after  the  war  of  the  Revolution.  But 
I  ask,  shall  these  things  be  so  again,  and  at  your  hands  and 
mine  ?  Shall  our  children  be  estranged  from  the  faith  of  their 
fathers  ?  Shall  they,  when  they  move  into  the  upper  districts, 
as  they  are  sure  to  do  in  time,  be  forgotten  by  the  Church 
which  they  have  left  behind,  and  shall  they  hear  no  more  the 
voice  of  their  mother,  nor  the  sound  of  the  ancient  Creeds  ? 
I  very  much  fear  this  will  be  so  in  many  instances,  unless  we 
take  heed  and  look  less  on  our  own  things  and  more  on  the 
things  of  others.  I  very  much  fear  that  the  results  which  fol- 
lowed the  Revolution,  and  one  instance  of  which  I  have  cited, 
will  be  brought  about  again  under  our  own  eyes,  unless  we 
are  alive  to  our  responsibilities,  and  work  with  one  heart  and 
one  mind  towards  the  welfare  of  all.  Even  we,  the  individual 
members  of  the  Church,  the  Vestries  of  our  Parishes,  the 
Delegates  to  our  Convention,  the  Lay  Preachers,  and  last,  but 
not  least,  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  from  your  Bishop  down. 
And  in  view  of  all  these  things  and  many  others,  which  I 
must  not  now  dilate  upon,  I  rejoice  to  think,  my  dear  breth- 
ren, that  the  approaching  Whitsunday  will  crown  this  your 
eighty-fifth  session.  Let  us,  if  possible,  be  in  waiting,  even  as 
the  early  Church  was,  on  the  first  Christian  Pentecost. 

May  the  Risen  and  Ascended  Jesu5  give  to  every  one  of  us 
His  Holy  Spirit,  and  may  He  fill  our  hearts  with  love  towards 
God,  and  love  towards  one  another,  that  we  may  all  go  forth 
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to  our  work  with  new  zeal,  anticipating  the  night  which  for 
some  of  us  is  near  at  hand,  when  no  work  can  be  done.  "May 
He  bless  us  and  keep  us.  May  He  make  his  face  to  shine 
upon  us,  and  be  gracious  unto  us.  May  He  lift  up  His  coun- 
tenance upon  us  and  give  us  peace,  both  now  and  evermore." 
Amen.

APPENDIX  III. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE.  STATE 
OF  THE  CHURCH. 


The  Committee  has  made  a  review  of  the  state  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese,  as  exhibited  by  the  Bishop  in  his 
Address,  and  by  the  Parochial  Reports  of  the  Clergy. 

We  have  examined  sixty-six  reports — the  reports  of  All 
Saints,  Waccamaw,  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg, 
and  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  St.  George's  Parish,  not  having  been 
put  in  our  hands. 

For  the  information  of  the  Convention,  the  Committee  has 
aggregated  the  amounts  contributed  to  the  various  objects  of 


Church  work,  as  follows  : 

For  Parochial  purposes  .  ^60,428  90 

For  Diocesan  purposes   2,986  79 

For  Domestic  Missions   471  70 

For  Foreign  Missions   387  12 

For  University  of  the  South   472  56 


$64,642  07 

The  Convention  will  notice  that  there  is  a  falling  off  here, 
in  the  total,  from  the  sum  reported  last  year;  and  in  the  case 
of  Domestic  Missions,  by  ^1,001  89. 

Your  Committee  would  call  special  attention  to  the  Bishop's 
timely  suggestions  on  the  subject  of  the  obligations  of  our 
Parishes  to  the  work  of  Christ  beyond  their  own  immediate 
limits.  A  careful  review  of  the  Reports  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  Committee,  shows  that,  during  the  past  year.  Parishes 
have  been  more  than  ever  neglectful  of  this  essential  duty. 
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Among  the  items  of  interest  in  the  Diocese,  your  Commit- 
tee note  that  the  Columbia  Convocation,  under  the  Bishop's 
direction,  has  agreed  to  do  such  mission  work  as  he  may  ask 
for.  One  suspended  Parish  has  been  restored  to  the  active 
list.  Laymen  and  laywomen  are  more  than  ever  interested 
in  good  works  in  our  Lord's  name  among  the  poor,  the  help- 
less, the  sick,  and  the  afflicted.  The  noble  work  of  the  Holy 
Communion  Institute  continues  to  lead  the  van  of  our  chari- 
ties. Yoar  Committee  would  bear  a  grateful  record  of  the 
continual  offerings  made  to  this  Institution  from  brethren 
beyond  the  Diocese,  and  would  also  urge  our  own  people  to 
give  of  their  means  to  the  same  good  end.  We  note  with 
pleasure  the  advent  among  us  of  two  clerical  brethren  from 
abroad,  and  trust  that  our  vacant  Parishes  maybe  soon  resus- 
citated, and  our  clergy  list  brought  back  at  least  to  its  old 
figure.  But  we  regret  to  note  that  several  important  Parishes 
are  now  vacant,  and  would  commend  the  effort  which  is  now 
being  made  by  All  Saints'  and  Prince  Frederick's,  Pee  Dee, 
jointly,  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  Rector.  We  would  also 
call  attention  to  the  increased  efforts  reported  in  several  Par- 
ishes, among  our  churchwomen,  who  in  many  instances  are 
taking  up  with  zeal  and  faith  important  Parish  enterprises, 
and  carrying  them  on  under  their  Rectors  by  their  loving  de- 
votion to  Christ  and  His  cause. 

Our  Missionaries,  though  few  in  number,  are  doing  hard 
and  self-denying  work,  and  those  who  are  laboring  among 
and  for  the  colored  people,  are  more  than  ever  devoted  and 
zealous.  Your  Committee  would  earnestly  bring  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  our  only  Diocesan 
paper,  the  Monthly  Record.  Two  hundred  more  subscribers 
would  free  the  paper  from  present  embarrassments.  Will  not 
each  Rector  and  each  lay  delegate,  on  his  return  to  his  Par- 
ish, make  a  true  effort  to  send  at  least  three  new  subscribers 
to  the  Record,  Some  can  do  better  ;  others  may  not  do  so 
well ;  but  surely  we  can  sustain  our  paper  if  we  make  an  ear- 
nest effort.  The  Committee  have  to  report  that  but  few  of 
our  Parishes  have  responded  to  the  call  for  offerings  to  the 
University  of  the  South  and  the  venerable  Society  for  the 
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Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy.  We  also 
recommend  that  the  form  in  which  the  Parish  reports  were 
heretofore  printed  be  employed  in  the  publication  of  the  forth- 
coming Journal,  and  that  the  resolution  making  a  change  in 
this  form  be  rescinded.  And,  lastly,  we  would  urge  the 
clergy  to  be  more  systematic  and  pains-taking  in  making  out 
their  Parochial  reports,  and  would  urge  that  the  blanks  fur- 
nished by  the  Secretary  be  employed  for  this  purpose  in  each 
instance.  It  would  greatly  lessen  the  labors  of  your  Com- 
mittee, and  materially  effect  the  interest  of  our  report.

APPENDIX  III. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


The  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  report  that  upon 
examining  the  annual  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bishop's  Fund  they  find  the  net  income  is  only  ^3,908.14, 
which  is  $gi.S6  less  than  the  salary  of  the  Bishop;  $2,gy;^.^g  of 
this  amount  is  derived  from  the  interest  and  dividends  of  the 
vested  funds,  and  ^52.75  from  the  quotas  of  the  several 
parishes  of  the  Diocese.  The  assessment  heretofore  made 
by  a  Standing  Resolution  is  the  equivalent  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  communicant.  If  this  assessment  was  fully  met  it  should 
yield  at  least  ^1,500,  instead  of  ^952.75,  as  stated,  and  we 
would  thus  have  an  accumulation  of  receipts  which  might  go 
to  the  increase  of  the  Fund,  instead  of  a  deficiency,  which, 
fortunately,  has  been  met  by  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the 
previous  year.  Brethren,  ought  this  so  to  be  ?  Is  this  Church 
so  poor  that  its  members  cannot  afford  to  pay  fifty  cents  a 
year  for  the  support  of  our  chief  Pastor  ?  We  know  it  is  not, 
and,  therefore,  conclude  that  the  deficiency  arises  from  over- 
sight or  neglect,  somewhere. 

By  a  Canon  just  passed,  the  assessment,  with  a  view  to 
making  it  permanent,  has  been  reduced  to  twenty-five  cents. 
While  this  may  do  hereafter,  your  Committee  submit  that  it 
is  not  sufficient  for  the  present,  and  they,  therefore,  recom- 
mend for  the  coming  year  an  additional  assessment  of  twenty- 
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five  cents,  making  fifty  cents,  in  all,  as  heretofore.  As  the 
Committee  have,  on  former  occasions,  recommended  several 
modes  of  reaching  the  difficulty,  they  refrain  from  suggesting 
any  special  plan,  but  commend  the  subject  to  the  earnest 
consideration  of  the  Pastors  and  people,  hoping  they  will  do 
their  whole  duty  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  and  its  Epis- 
copate. 

They  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention  and  found  them  to  be  correct. 

The  expenditures  for  the  past  year  have  been  $6^g.2,y,  and 
receipts  $Siy.yS.  The  balance  on  hand  at  the  commence- 
ment of  last  year  was  12.09.  The  balance  on  hand  at  this 
date  is  ^290.50.  There  is  due  from  this  Diocese  for  expenses 
of  last  General  Convention,  not  yet  called  for,  about  ;^350. 
There  ^s  thus  a  deficit  of  about  ^60.

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APPENDIX  III. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


The  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese  respectfully  report 
to  the  Convention  that  they  have  held  four  meetings  during 
the  past  year,  have  assisted  twenty-one  distinct  Parishes,  and 
paid  ^4,139.58  for  Missionaries'  salaries. 

They  have  added  St.  John's  Church,  John's  Island;  the 
Church  on  Edisto;  St.  Mark's  Church,  Clarendon;  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Barnwell ;  St.  John's  Church,  Florence  ; 
and  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg,  to  their  list  of 
Missionary  stations.  They  have  continued  their  appropria- 
tions to  the  City  Mission  at  Charleston,  believing  it  to  be  an 
important  field,  embracing  as  it  does  the  Hospitals  and  Alms- 
house," and  they  have  endeavored  to  respond,  as  far  as  was 
practicable,  to  every  application  made  to  them  for  assistance. 

The  Reports  of  the  Missionaries  show  147  infant  and  42 
adult  baptisms,  78  confirmations,  65  communicants  added,  24 
marriages,  and  128  burials.  These  items,  as  compared  with 
those  of  the  last  annual  report,  show  an  increase  of  46  infant 
baptisms,  21  confirmations,  and  11  communicants  added. 

The  amounts  received  by  the  Board  from  all  sources  are 
;^4, 143.66,  of  which  ;^3o6.3i  were  from  collections  and  dona- 
tions; ^176.18  from  mite  chest  offerings  ;  ^580  from  annual 
subscribers  to  the  Advancement  Society,  and  ;^3,o8i.i7  from 
interest  on  the  bonds  and  stocks  of  the  same.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONSTITUTION 
AND  CANONS. 

MADE  TO    THE  ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF    1 872. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom 
it  was  referred  "  to  examine  and  revise  the  Canons,  Rules  of 
Order,  and  Standing  Resolutions,"  and  to  report  to  this  Con- 
vention, respectfully 

REPORT : 

That  in  view  of  the  importance  of  more  intimate  knowl- 
edge, both  among  Clergy  and  Laity,  of  the  Canons  and  other 
regulations  of  the  Church,  they  have  been  impressed 
with  the  propriety  of  giving  to  these,  our  statutes,  greater 
prominence,  by  publishing  them  in  a  separate  and  more  per- 
manent form,  instead  of  appending  them,  as  heretofore,  to  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Besides  what  the  Committee  believe  to  be  the  utility  of  this 
measure,  it  is  recommended  also  on  grounds  of  economy. 
An  edition  of  one  thousand  copies,  distributed  as  proposed, 
would  last  at  least  ten  years  ;  would  cost  certainly  less  than 
one  edition  of  the  Journal,  and  would  reduce  its  annual  cost 
perhaps  one-fifth. 

With  this  end  in  view,  it  seemed  proper  to  subject  the 
whole  matter  which  would  enter  into  such  a  publication  to  a 
careful  revision,  in  order  to  give  to  it  as  much  permanence  as 
possible.  They  have,  therefore,  taken  the  liberty  to  suggest 
such  alterations  and  additions  to  the  Canons,  etc.,  as  in  their 
judgment  tend  to  perfect  our  system  of  law. 
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Considering  it  equally  important  that  at  least  such  portion 
of  the  general  law  of  the  Church  as  concerns  all  its  members 
should  be  more  accessible  to  all,  they  further  suggest  the 
propriety  of  embracing  in  the  same  publication  the  Consti- 
tution, and  such  extracts  from  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention. 

In  pursuance  of  these  views,  the  Committee  herewith  sub- 
mit the  following  proposed  Constitution,  Canons,  Rules  of 
Order,  etc.,  together  with  the  following  resolutions  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  one  thousand  copies  of  the  proposed 
Revised  Constitution,  Canons,  etc.,  be  published  in  separate 
form,  and  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit :  To  each  Clergyman 
of  the  Diocese,  two  copies ;  to  each  Vestry,  five  copies  ;  to 
the  Bishop,  five  copies;  and  the  remainder  reserved  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  for  future  distribution. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  this  report  be  appended  to  the  Journal 
of  this  Convention,  and  the  consideration  of  it  deferred  until 
the  next  Convention. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  the  present  Constitution,  Canons,  Rules 
of  Order,  and  Standing  Resolutions  be  omitted  from  the 
Journal  of  this  Convention. 

[Note  by  the  Secretary. — This  Report  having  been  taken 
up  for  consideration  by  the  Convention  of  1873,  all  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  adopted,  except 
that  to  Art.  III.,  Sec.  4.  The  first  five  Canons  were  also 
adopted,  with  slight  amendments  to  Canons  II.,  IV.,  and  V., 
and  a  Canon  numbered  X.,  adopted. — "  Of  the  Registrar!' 

In  1874  these  Canons  were  referred  back  to  the  Committee 
who  presented  to  this  Convention  the  following  Report :] 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom 
Canons  L,  II.,  III.  and  IV.  were  referred  by  the  last  Conven- 
tion (p.  26)  to  inquire  and  report  whether  there  be  any 
inconsistency  between  them  and  the  Constitution,  and  if  so 
to  remodel  them. 

Respectfully    report :     That    in    discharging   the  duty 
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assigned  them,  they  have  taken  occasion  carefully  to  revise 
the  entire  report  submitted  by  them  to  the  Convention  in 
1872,  (see  Journal,  p.  128)  and  ask  leave  to  propose  sundry 
amendments,  as  well  to  that  portion  of  the  Report  which  has 
been  acted  upon,  as  to  that  yet  to  be  considered. 

These  amendments  are  embodied  in  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

\_N.  B.  The  Resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitntion  having  been  all  concurred  in,  and  the  whole  body  of 
the  Canons  adopted,  instead  of  printing  the  Report  as  handed 
in,  tlie  original  Report  here  follozvs,  as  amended  by  them.']

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  accedes  to,  and  adopts  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their  au- 
thority accordingly, 

ARTICLE  11. 

Of  Convention — Meetings. 

Section  I.  A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in 
Charleston,  on  the  second  Thursday  in  May,  or  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preced- 
ing Convention. 

Sec.  II.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and 
such  meeting  shall  be  held  when  and  where  the  authority  so 
calling  it  shall  determine ;  and  at  such  meeting  no  other 
business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the  notice 
so  calling  said  meeting;  nor  shall  a  Bishop  or  Assistant 
Bishop  be  elected  at  such  meeting. 

Sec.  III.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other 
cause  deemed  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority,  to  require  a  change  of  the  time  or  place  for  the 
meeting  of  a  Convention,  either  stated  or  special,  the  said 
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authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  for  holding- 
such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after 
such  designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Of  Convention — Members. 

Section.  I.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergy- 
men and  Laymen. 

Sec.  II.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is 
one,  and  every  other  Clergyman,  who  has  been  actually,  as 
well  as  canonically,  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space 
of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  performing  the 
duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister,  or  Assistant  Minis- 
ter of  a  Parish  ;  or  as  a  Missionary  acting  under  the  Ecclesi- 
astical authority  of  the  Diocese  ;  or  as  a  Chaplain  in  any 
public  or  benevolent  institution  ;  or  as  a  Professor  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,* or  who,  after  a  contin- 
ued service  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  this  Diocese,  by  the 
infirmities  of  health  or  age  may  have  been  incapacitated  for 
further  active  duties  of  the  Ministry,  and  has  presented  his 
Annual  Report  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  III.  Every  other  Clergyman  in  good  standing,  canoni- 
cally resident  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Convention,  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  IV.  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  four  in  number, 
shall  be  elected  by  each  Parish  or  congregation  in  union  with 
this  Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  to  repre- 
sent it  in  the  Convention.  Such  Deputies  shall  serve  for  one 
stated  Convention,  and  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to 
take  their  seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 
For  special  Conventions,  special  elections  shall  be  held. 

Sec.  V.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct 
Churches,  or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  VL  A  Lay  member  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention as  a  Deputy  from  any  Church,  shall  not  (without  the 
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unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention)  be  permitted  to  relin- 
quish his  seat  and  take  his  seat  as  the  Deputy  of  another 
Church. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Qjtorinn. 

Ten  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  lay  representatives 
of  ten  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  generally;  but  any  number  of  either  order  that 
shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum 
is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of 
the  Convention,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one.  But  in  case  neither  of  them  be  present,  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  President 
of  the  Convention;  and,  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding 
officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

•  Of  tJie  other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  I.  The  other  Officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec.  II.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual 
Convention,  by  ballot,  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dis- 
pensed with,)  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor 
be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the 
Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Convention, 
and  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  III.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner 
His  duties  shall  be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above, 
.and  he,  also,  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be 
appointed. 
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Sec.  IV.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
to  serve  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed, 
his  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  Convention. 

Section  I.  On  all  questions,  unless*  otherwise  provided  by 
the  Constitution,  the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as 
one  body;  but  any  two  clergyman,  or  the  deputies  from  any 
two  Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order, 
when  the  clergy  shall  vote  individually,  and  the  lay  deputies 
by  Churches,  (a  majority  from  each  Church  having  one  vote,) 
and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary 
to  a  decision.  And  whenever  a  vote  is  taken  by  ballot,  the 
ballotting  shall  be  by  Orders. 

Sec.  11.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop, 
the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent 
majority  of  the  two  Orders  being  necessary  to  a  choice. 
Provided,  that  two-thirds  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and 
two-thirds  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation  be 
present ;  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  Order 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

.  ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  into  the  Convention. 

New  Parishes  or  Churches,  having  not  less  than  tivelve  m-dX^ 
adult  members,  and  twenty  communicants,  may  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention,  in  the  following  manner. 
They  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate  from  the 
Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their 
Church,  and  stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  the 
election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  their  means  or  prospects 
for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and  their  willingness  t,o  conform 
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to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  which  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same.  And  at  the  Convention  next 
succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secretary 
shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Convention,  on  the  first 
day  of  its  session  :  Whereupon,  the  Convention  shall  take 
such  order  upon  it,  as  they  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the 
congregation  so  applying  be  within  the  limits  of  one  or  more 
existing  Churches,  they  shall  state  also  the  reasons  for  their 
organization,  the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship  from  the 
other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  ad- 
ditional facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  exist- 
ing Church  or  Churches. 

Should  the  Convention  make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese ;  Provided,  always,  that 
the  deputies  of  the  Church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though 
entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  that  meeting 
of  the  Convention.  And  no  Lay  vote  shall  be  received  from 
any  Parish  or  Church  which  has  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Conven- 
tion, or  to  pay  its  quota  to  the  Convention,  until  admitted  by 
a  vote  of  the  Convention.  And  unless  all  arrears  due  to  the 
Couvejition,  and  to  the  Bishop's  Fund  are  paid,  such  Parish  or 
Church  shcdl7iot  be  admitted,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Convention.  Provided,  That  such  Church,  if  it  prefer, 
may  apply  to  be  admitted  as  a  new  Parish  or  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Comnnttee. 

Section  I.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five 
Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indis- 
criminately from  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the 
Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every 
regular  meeting  of  the  Convention,  for  the  purposes  expressed 
in  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan

Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  Com- 
mittee be  appointed. 

Sec.  II.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they 
shall  choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their 
President,  and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings and  business  of  the  Committee,  to  preserve  them 
carefully  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  alone  ; 
to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to 
the  Standing  Committee  ;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee  which 
may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  III.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  an 
abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former 
Convention. 

Sec.  IV.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of 
the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee 
being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  I.  At  every  stated  Convention  next  preceding  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four 
Laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese 
in  General  Convention.  Immediately  afterwards,  four  other 
Presbyters,  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  repre- 
sentatives and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are 
appointed. 

Sec.  II.  In  case  any  deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  de- 
cline such  appointments,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall 
forthwith  inform  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  said  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  thereupon  summon 
to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the  substitutes  in  the  order

in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which  order  shall  be 
the  order  of  their  election ;  or  when  two  or  more  are  elected 
at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enu- 
merated in  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "  of  offences 
for  luhich  Ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished^'  and  in  the 
Canons  of  this  Convention.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  ConstiiiUion. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor 
shall  any  article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or 
new  article  be  proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in  by  a 
majority  at  one  Convention,  and  adopted  by  two-thirds  of 
both  orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Convention. 


CANONS.* 

/.  Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Cluirch. 


CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  L  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every 
Convention  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  prepare  or  cause  to  be 
prepared  a  list  of  all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Parishes  or 
Cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the  institu- 
tions of  learning,  constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical  author- 
ity, in  which  they  are  engaged ;  or  in  regard  to  those  not 
engaged  in  Parishes,  Missions,  or  Institutions  of  learning  as 
above,  their  place  of  residence  only ;  designating  those  who 
are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention,  and  those 
who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  to  votes.  And  such  list 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  called  to  order,  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and 
the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom ;  and  it 
shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  the  privileges  of 
Clergymen  in  the  Convention.  Provided,  that  if  question  be 
made,  the  rights  of  any  Clergyman  shall  be  determined, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Con- 
vention itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  afore- 
said or  not. 

Sec.  II.  No  Clergyman  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry, 
shall  have  a  place  on  said  list. 

Sec.  III.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying 
the  admission  of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese,  as  may  prevent

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unwary  and  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed  upon  by 
persons  pretending  to  be  authorized  Ministers  of  the  Church; 
and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such  admission. 

CANON  II. 
Of  the  Organization  of  Congregations  as  Churches. 

Section  I.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons,  including  at 

least  male  adults,  tivo  of  whom  shall  be  communicants, 

may  desire  to  form  a  Church,  they  shall  first  lay  before  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  statement  of  their 
condition,  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization  ; 
and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by 
which  their  Church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  articles 
of  association,  in  the  following  form  : 

"  We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  or- 
ganizing a  congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 

at  ,  County  of  ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 

after  due  notice  given,  do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a  Con- 
gregation, to  be  known  by  the  name  of  Church,  ; 

and  as  such,  do  hereby  acknowledge,  accede  to,  and  adopt, 
the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship,  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  same  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do 
accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D.  to  be  Wardens,  and 

E.  F.,  G.  H.,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of  Church, 

to  continue  in  office  until  Easter-Monday,  A.  D.   ,  and 

until  others  be  chosen  in  their  place. 

Witness  our  hands  this  day  of  ,  in  the  year  of 

our  Lord  

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be 
laid  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation 
desiring  to  be  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  thereof 
And  any  Church  so  organized  and  recognized  shall  be  an 
integral  part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether  admitted 
into  the  union  with  the  Convention  or  not. 
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Sec.  II.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within 
the  bounds  of  any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give 
due  notice  to  the  Minister  or  Ministers  thereof;  or,  if  the 
Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then  to  the  Vestry, 
or  Vestries  of  the  same. 

Sec.  III.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their 
application  for  permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish,  they  shall 
enclose  the  written  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister 
or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or  Vestries,  aforesaid ;  and  if  he  or 
they  fail  to  give  either  a  certificate  of  the  fact. 

CANON  III. 

Of  Parishes  and  Cliurches  in  union  zvith  the  Convention!. 

Section  I.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  ad- 
mitted into  union  with  the  Convention,  in  addition  to  the 
constitutional  requirements,  they  shall  present  a  certified 
copy  of  their  articles  of  association,  together  with  their  appli- 
cation for  admission. 

Sec.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  Church  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — 
to  every  Convention. 

Sec.  III.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed 
by  either  the  Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of 
the  Wardens,  in  the  following  form  :

This  certifies  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  

Church,  ,  held  on  the  day  of  ,  A.  D.  i8 — , 

A,  B,  C,  D,  were  duly  appointed  to  represent  the  same,  in 

the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 

to  be  held  on  the   day  of  ,  A.  D.,  i8 — . 

(Signed)   ." 

Sec.  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  least  one  week  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  ap- 
pointed to  represent  their  Church,  in  order  to  aid  him  in 
preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Convention.

CANON  IV. 
Of  Dormant  Parislies  or  CJiurches. 

Section  I.  If  any  Parish  or  Church  shall  have  failed  for 
three  successive  years  to  elect  a  Vestry  or  to  send  Deputies 
to  the  Convention,  or  to  make  the  Reports  required  by  Sec- 
tion 1,  of  Canon  XV.,  Title  I.  of  the  General  Convention,  or 
to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Convention,  such  Parish 
or  Church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

Sec.  II.  Parishes  or  Churches  may  be  restored  to  union 
with  the  Convention  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  and  of  Canons  II.  and  III.  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  III.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
to  adopt  the  measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of 
such  Parishes  or  Churches  as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually 
extinct. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of 
every  Parish  or  Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  Easter  Monday, 
or  some  other  day  legally  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of  transacting  such 
other  business  as  may  come  before  the  said'  meeting,  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or 
Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside ;  but  if  there 
be  no  Rector,  or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall 
be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary  be  appointed. 

The  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  the  qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Parish  or  Church. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of 
their  official  acts  during  the  year. 
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CANON  VI. 
Of  Vestries. 

Section  I.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  elec- 
tion on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may 
be  appointed,  of  two  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The 
Wardens  shall  always  be  communicants. 

Sec.  II.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  de- 
tails, and  also  the  qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  Articles  of  Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the 
Parish. 

Sec.  III.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected, 
together  with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  of 
themselves,  shall  constitute  the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the 
«  official  representatives  of  the  Parish  or  Church.  The  Rec- 
tor shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  in  case  of  his  absence, 
one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside.  Provided,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws 
and  usages  of  established  Churches. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities 
of  the  Church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  re- 
pairs, salaries,  and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary 
steps  to  raise  the  funds  required,  and  to  keep  a  proper 
account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also  execute  all  duties 
which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  upon  them,  by 
any  General  Convention,  or  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  V.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to 
provide  whatever  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of 
Divine  Worship,  as  books,  vestments,  etc.;  also  for  the  de- 
cency and  comforts  of  the  Church  building  and  furniture, 
books  for  Church  Records,  a*nd  the  elements  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship. 
They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the alms  and  other  devotions, 
of  the  people,"  and,  in  case  the  Parish  or  Church  is  without  a 
Minister,  shall  receive  and  disburse  them  ;  and  also  provide 
for  public  worship  by  occasional  clerical  services,  or  by  lay- 
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reading",  as  circumstances  shall  permit.  They  shall  also, 
during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  church  plate,  records, 
etc. ;  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Con- 
vention, a  report  of  the  Parish.  It  shall,  also,  be  their  further 
duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Church — as  Sunday-schools, 
etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregularity  in 
the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all  offences  by 
their  Minister,  or  by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against 
Rubrics  or  Canons,  Faith  or  morals. 

Sec.  VI.  The  Pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved 
until  after  three  month's  notice,  on  either  side,  by  the  Rector 
or  Vestry,  unless  by  joint  consent,  and  in  cases  warranting 
presentment  for  trial.  In  every  case  of  difference,  either 
Rector  or  Vestry  shall  have  the  right  of  submitting  the  mat- 
ter to  the  Ordinary. 

Sec.  VII.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also,  to  elect 
and  invite  a  Rector;  but  not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascer- 
tained wishes  of  the  congregation,  and  the  opinion  and  advice 
of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VII. 
I  Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Conventions. 

Section  I.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall 
be  given  by  the  Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by 
mail,  to  every  Clergyman  and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These 
letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
the  Convention,  and,  if  it  be  a  special  Convention,  called,  as 
provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they 
shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy,  shall  also 
contain  the  form  for  Parochial  Reports,  and  those  to  the 
Parishes,  the  form  of  Certificate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts 
from  the  Constitution,  Canons  and  Standing  Resolutions,  as 
relate  to  their  appointment.  They  shall  also  state  the  quotas 
of  the  several  Parishes  to  the  various  funds  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  II.  The  Convention,  thus  summoned,  shall  always  be 
opened  with  "  Morning  Prayer,"  a  sermon,  and  the  celebration 
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of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  the  Bishop,  if  he  be  present,  other- 
wise, by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  III.  When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  called  to 
order,  the  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the 
Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes  and  Deputies  ;  after  which,  if  a 
quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Con- 
vention duly  organized ;  Provided,  That  no  Deputy  whose 
seat  may  be  contested,  shall  have  place  on  his  list. 

Sec.  IV.  Two  Committees  on  Credentials  shall  then  be 
appointed;  the  first  consisting  of  three  Clergymen,  to  whom 
the  roll  of  Clergy  shall  be  referred  ;  the  other,  of  three 
Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of  Deputies, 
together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and 
the  list  of  the  Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  VIII.,  Sec- 
tion I.  And  these  Committees  severally,  shall  examine 
forthwith  and  report  to  the  Convention  upon  the  lists  so 
referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  Parishes 
are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention,  and  which 
are,  by  Article  XII.  of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting, 
until  admitted  by  a  vote  ot  the  Convention.  Should  the 
Committee  have  considered  any  certificates  unsatisfactory, 
these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their  suffi- 
ciency settled. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Secretiiry. 

Section  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a 
correct  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  to  attest 
its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  deliver  to  his  succes- 
sor all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  it,  or  appertaining  to 
its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice,  at  least  six  weeks 
beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or  congregation,  of 
the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  II.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the 
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Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  all  jour- 
nals of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  every  General 
Convention,  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  a 
certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  du- 
plicate of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves  ;  he  shall  also 
furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of 
persons  nominated  as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  together  with  all  other  documents  required  by  the 
Canons  and  regulations  of  that  body,  and  shall  perform 
all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
regulations. 

Sec.  III.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary, its  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if 
there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect 
and  disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the 
Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribution  is 
not  otherwise  regulated. 

He  shall  keep  regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be 
annually  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  shall  faithfully  de- 
liver into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  papers,  and 
funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Convention,  which  may  be 
in  his  charge. 

Sec.  II.  He  shall  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Conven- 
tion lay  upon  the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or 
Churches,  which  have  failed  to  make  the  contributions  re- 
quired of  them,  specifying  those  which  have  for  three  suc- 
cessive years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  III.  He  shall  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General 
Convention,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of 
this  Diocese  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

Sec.  IV.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve 
until  the  next  regular  appointment  by  the  Convention. 
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CANON  X. 

Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take 
charge  of  all  documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or  in  any  one  of  it.s  Parishes  ; 
also  to  collect  and  keep  for  reference  a  set  of  the  journals  of 
this  Diocese  and  of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  report 
annually  to  this  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  I.  The  Church  in  this  Diocese,  acknowledging  her 
share  of  responsibility  to  fulfil  the  parting  injunction  of  her 
Lord,  and  her  special  obligation  to  extend  the  Gospel  through- 
out her  own  limits,  hereby  affirms  that  every  member  of  the 
Church  is  ipso  facto  a  member  of  a  missionary  organization, 
which,  for  transacting  business,  is  represented  by  the  Bishop 
and  members  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Sec.  II.  In  order  to  further  Missionary  work,  there  shall  be 
a  special  session  of  this  body  at  the  place  of  its  annual  meet- 
ing, and  on  the  evening  of  the  day  of  its  session. 

This  shall  be  known  as  the  Missionary  Meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, whose  President  and  Secretary  shall  be  President 
and  Secretary,  and  a  constitutional  quorum  of  the  Conven- 
tion, a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

At  this  meeting  reports  of  the  Missionaries  shall  be  read, 
Missionary  addresses  delivered,  and  an  Executive  Board  of 
Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

Sec.  III.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  consist  of  the 
Bishop,  as  President,  ex-officio,  and  eight  memb*ers,  y^??/r  Cler- 
gymen and  four  Laymen,  to  wit:  One  Clergyman  and  one 
Layman  from  each  Missionary  District,  and  o?ie  Clergyman 
and  ^'/^r  Layman  from  the  Diocese  at  large,  all  of  whom  shill 
be  communicants  of  the  Church,  and  those  from  the  Mis- 
sionary Districts  actually  resident  in  the  District  they  are  ap- 
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pointed  to  represent,  the  Clergymen  being  also  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  IV.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  on  the 
Monday  next  succeeding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, at  which  time  they  shall  appoint  their  own  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  and  adopt  their  own  By-Laws.  They  shall  hold 
other  meetings,  at  least  quarterly,  in  different  parts  of  the 
Diocese,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  appoint.  They 
shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  desig- 
nate stations,  and  appoint  Missionaries  thereto  ;  and  they 
shall  devise  means  for  securing  funds  for  Missionary  pur- 
poses, and  make  a  full  report  to  each  Annual  Convention,  at 
its  Missionary  Meeting,  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of 
stations  and  Missionaries  aided,  and  for  what  length  of  time, 
of  churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may 
throw  light  upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  5.  The  travelling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of 
members  of  the  Board,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Missionary 
Treasury,  if  possible. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  Missionary  Districts  and  Convocations. 

Section  I.  This  Diocese  is  hereby  divided  into  three  Mis- 
sionary Districts,  as  follows  : 

TJie  first  to  consist  of  the  Counties  of  Oconee,  Pickens, 
Anderson,  Abbeville,  Greenville,  Laurens,  Newberry,  Union, 
Spartanburg,  York,  Chester,  Fairfield,  Richland,  Lexington, 
and  Edgefield. 

The  second  of  Lancaster,  Kershaw,  Sumter,  Clarendon, 
Chesterfield,  Darlington,  Marlboro',  Marion,  Horry,  George- 
town, Williamsburg,  and  that  portion  of  Charleston  being 
east  of  Cooper  River,  and  the  Parish  of  St.  James',  Goose 
Creek. 

The  third  of  the  remainder  of  Charleston,  Colleton,  Beau- 
fort, Barnwell,  Aiken  and  Orangeburg. 
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Sec.  11.  These  Missionary  Districts  shall  be  represented  in 
Convocations,  each  to  be  composed  of  the  clergy  resident 
within  the  District,  and  of  Laymen,  not  more  than  tlii'ee  from 
each  organized  congregation,  or  one  from  each  Missionary 
station,  to  be  chosen  by  such  congregation,  to  represent 
them. 

Sec.  III.  The  Convocations  shall  be  organized  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in  them  when 
present ;  but  each  shall  also  have  its  own  President,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  on  nomination  of  the  Convocation. 
They  shall  meet  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  shall  be 
specially  charged  with  Missionary  work  within  their  several 
Districts. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Presidents  of  these  Convocations,  if  not  already 
members,  may  be  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions,  but  without  the  right  to  vote. 

2.  Of  Ministers  and  their  Duties. 
CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Parisli  Register  and  Reports. 

Section  L  Each  clergyman  shall  keep  a  register  of  all 
Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Burials,  solemnized  by  him,  or  in 
his  Parish  by  another  Minister,  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a 
list  of  persons  confirmed  in  his  Parish  or  congregation,  and  of 
communicants,  and  baptized  persons  not  communicants  be- 
longing to  the  same. 

Sec.  II.  The  Register,  so  kept,  shall  specify  the  name  and 
date  of  birth  of  the  person  baptized,  the  names  of  parents 
and  sponsors — in  the  case  of  an  adult,  the  name,  and  those  of 
the  witnesses;  the  names  of  persons  married  and  buried,  with 
the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

Sec.  III.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the 
Minister,  in  a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that 
purpose — and  in  case  there  be  no  Minister  the  Wardens  them- 
selves shall  see  that  such  registry  be  made — which  book  shall 
be  known  as  the  Parish  Register,  and  preserved  as  part  of  the 
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records  of  the  Church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this 
Register  with  the  Church  Wardens. 

Sec.  IV.  Every  Minister,  having  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if 
any  Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall  present, 
or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  an 
accurate  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  number  of  families, 
members  of  the  Church,  specifying  the  adults,  and  the  chil- 
dren under  fourteen  ;  the  number  of  communicants,  specify- 
ing the  changes  by  admission,  removal  or  death  ;  the  num- 
ber of  baptisms,  infant  and  adult ;  of  confirmations,  marriages 
and  burials  ;  the  state  and  condition  of  Sunday  and  Parochial 
Schools,  if  there  be  any ;  and  also  the  number  of  times  and 
the  places  where  Divine  service  has  been  performed  ;  the  num- 
ber of  communions  celebrated,  the  amount  of  offerings — for 
alms,  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  the 
Parish  School,  or  any  church  institution,  of  assessments  paid, 
of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid  for  the  support,  and  current  or 
other  expenses,  of  the  parish,  and  in  general,  forall  parochial, 
diocesan,  or  general  objects;  also,  of  any  other  matters  which 
may  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  V.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his 
official  acts,  or  if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  VI.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year, 
ending  the  30th  of  April  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  they,  or  such  portion  of  them  as  the  President 
shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  may  be  en- 
tered on  the  Journal  thereof. 

Sec.  VII.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall 
be  reported  separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of 
a  schedule,  prepared  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Canon.  And  the  failure  of  any  person  to 
make  out  his  Parochial  Report  according  to  this  form,  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such  report 
from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 
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CANON  XIV. 

Of  Persons  Wishing  to  Become  Candidates  for  Orders.  • 

Any  person  who  desires  to  become  a  candidate  for  Orders 
in  this  Diocese  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  stating  his  age  and  previous  occupa- 
tion. He  will  also  be  expected  to  furnish  the  Committee 
with  the  testimonials  required  by  Canon  II.,  Title  I.,  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  give  evidence  that  he  has  informed 
the  Bishop  of  his  intention,  according  to  the  requisitions  of 
the  same  Canon. 

CANON  XV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted 
to  a  seat  in  this  Convention  as  a  lay  delegate  from  any  Parish 
or  Church. 

J.    Of  Discipline. 

CANON  XVI. 

On  the  Trial  of  a  Clergynia7i. 

Section  I.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  an 
Ecclesiastical  Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first 
place  to  the  Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper 
signature  of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts  alleged,  and 
the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same,  with 
copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to  any  other  evidence  required. 
If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts 
charged  will  constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enu- 
rr\erated  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  would  be  for  the  good 
of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had,  they 
shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the 
accused  upon  his  trial ;  and,  if  satisfied,  they  shall  thereupon 
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cause  a  presentment  to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the 
accused  with  the  offence  or  offences,  which  they  deemed  to 
be  contained  in  the  evidence,  and  specifying  the  facts  with 
such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance, 
as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  II.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop 
shall  forthwith  cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all 
the  presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  v/ho,  for  the  time  being  are 
actually  engaged  in  duty  therein  (excepting  the  accused,  the 
presenting  presbyters,  and  those  on  the  Standing  Committee); 
he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to  be  drawn  out 
by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve  names 
shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately 
cause  a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment;  to  be 
served  on  the  accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of 
residence.  Within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall 
strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the  presbyters  on  the  said 
list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  presbyters  to  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  thereafter,  strike  off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to 
notify  the  Bishop,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as  the  party  failing  was 
required  to  strike  off;  and  in  each  case  the  seven  remaining 
presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous 
to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot 
be  present,  shall  constitute  a  Council  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused. 

Sec.  III.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be 
open  only  to  members  in  actual  Communion  with  this  Church. 
It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  upon 
good  cause  shown  in  behalf  either  of  the  accused  or  the 
prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place  within 
the  Diocese.  If  it  fail  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall 
stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for 
the  space  of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed ;  and  if  the 
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whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  it  appears  probable  that  a 
full  attendance  cannot  be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may 
be  present,  being  not  less  than  five,  shall  organize  and  appoint 
a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from  their  own  body,  and 
the  latter  from  their  own  body  or  otherwise — and  before 
proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and  declare  the  rules  by 
which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral 
testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by 
the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and  other 
evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved ;  and 
shall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may  be  called 
upon  by  the  Council  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to 
the  witnesses ;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall 
furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Council,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  ap- 
point one  or  more  of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  its 
assessors,  who  may  be  present  at  all  its  proceedings.  It  shall 
be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Council  an  opinion  upon  any 
question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Council,  or  any 
member  thereof,  or  the  prosecuting  or  accused  party,  shall 
desire  an  opinion,  but  without  any  voice  in  the  decision  of  any 
question. 

Sec.  V.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
of  the  Council  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at 
his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such 
meeting;  and  the  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  some  one  whom  they 
may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present 
the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prose- 
cution. The  accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of 
counsel  under  such  regulations  as  the  Council  may  see  fit  to 
prescribe.    All  counsel  must  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  VI.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may 
proceed  to  trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may 
adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day  ;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear, 
the  Council  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy, 
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who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension 
from  the  ministry ;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the 
Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall 
report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and 
shall  appear  for  that  end  before  the  Council ;  and  if  he  does 
not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges 
in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degra- 
dation from  the  ministry. 

Sec.  VII.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  or  the  accused,  to  the  Bishop,  setting 
forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had, 
he  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such 
witness  ;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party 
five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition, 
and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be 
examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given 
reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for 
taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday, 
shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall 
be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  certified  by  the  commissioner, 
under  seal,  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  VIII.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the 
Council  shall  declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several 
members,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges 
contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they 
find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  if  guilty  of  disor- 
derly conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 
this  Church  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in 
their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other 
of  the  offences  enumerated  in  Section  I.,  Canon  II.,  Title  II., 
of  the  General  Canons  of  this  Church,  the  sentence  shall  be 
degradation.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with 
the  evidence  and  the  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop  ;  whereupon, 
if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding 
that  suggested  by  the  Council,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed 
as  above,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But,  if  in  such  case, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new 
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trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it ;  in  which  case  a  new 
Council  shall  be  constituted  as  hereinbefore  provided  (exclud- 
ing the  members  of  the  former  Council),  before  which  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  IX.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges, 
the  Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  cer- 
tified to  him  by  the  Council)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence, 
and  if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  accused 
shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded 
as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the 
Convention  at  its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  minister,  as 
herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and  his  sentence 
thereupon. 

Sec.  XI.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  in- 
terfering with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  clerical  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Section  II.,  Canon  II.,  Title  II., 
of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever,  upon  such  inquiry, 
the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  is  just 
ground  for  the  public  rumors,  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon, 
he  or  they  shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts, 
and  of  the  evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such 
further  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed,  after 
a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  XII.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  min- 
ister, as  herein  provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  have  a  suf- 
ficient amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same  shall  be 
raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese, 
in  the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to 
the  expenses  of  the  Convention  by  Canon  XVIII. 
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^.  Miscellaneous. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  the  Address  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Parochial  Reports,  ^nd  all  other  reports  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any  Canon.  From  these  ma- 
terials it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  prepare  a 
report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem 
important  to  its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  regular  and 
incidental  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  every  Parish  or  Church 
in  union  with  the  Convention,  shall  pay  annually,  at  or  be- 
fore the  meeting  of  Convention,  a  sum  equivalent  to  fifty  cents 
for  each  communicant  belonging  to  said  Parish. 

Sec.  II.  The  Convention,  at  every  slated  meeting,  shall  have 
power  to  levy  upon  all  Churches  in  union  therewith  an  addi- 
tional assessment,  in  the  same  ratio,  as  the  needs  of  the  Dio- 
cese may  require,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  necessity  for,  and 
the  scale  of  such  assessments. 

Sec.  III.  All  organized  Churches  in  the  Diocese  shall  pay 
a  sum  equivalent  to  tzventy-five  cents  for  each  communicant, 
to  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XIX. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration,  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Section  I.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended, 
nor  shall  any  new  Canon  be  enacted  except  at  a  stated  Con- 
vention.   Nor  shall  any  Canon,  or  alteration,  or  amendment  of 
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Canon  be  passed  at  the  same  Convention  in  which  it  was  pro- 
posed, except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both 
orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution, 
and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Conven- 
tion, it  shall  lay  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of 
the  next  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by 
way  of  amendment,  shall  be  m  the  following  form  :  "  Canon 
— (or  section)  of  Canon— is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:" 

Sec.  III.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  not  included 
in  these  Canons,  are  hereby  repealed. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organized, 
and  the  Committees  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  Order  of 
Proceedings  for  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  Reading  of  the  "  Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary, 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Com- 
mittees, viz:  a  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Committee  on 
the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen 
and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Mis- 
sionary district;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  con- 
sist of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund. 

9.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

11.  The Morning  Prayer  "  shall  precede  the  business  of 
every  succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects  offered  by  the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  x\dvance- 
ment  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on 
the  second  day,  after  Morning  Prayer. 
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When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily 
order  of  proceedings  after  the  first  day  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
when  in  order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  General  Seminary,  when 
in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their 
respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the 
last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one 
pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 
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VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and  without  advancing  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in  de- 
bate, and  avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the 
Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for;  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minicter  or  Delegate  of  the  same 
Church  with  himself 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolu- 
tion. Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved 
shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.    A  motion 
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to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the 
event  of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested, 
or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question 
was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  sJiall^  or  any  mem- 
ber may,  call  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 
All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance, 
without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but  any  member  may  ap- 
peal from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on  such 
appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave 
of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair ;  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  Can- 
didates for  Orders,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this 
Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended, 
without  the  concurrence  of  tzvo-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention.

4.  Resolved,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  (^4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge  his 
Episcopal  duty.    [Amended  18 ^g.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  four  thousand  (^4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop,' 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund. 

6.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    [Passed  18 J o.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the 
Organist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
[Passed  18^6.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting 
for  the  same  period.    [Passed  18 j6.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to 
return  thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.  [Passed 

1829) 
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10.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese 
shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memo- 
rial page  of  the  Journal. 

11.  Whereas,  According  to  the  Consecration  service  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  "devout  and  holy  men,  as  well 
under  the  Law  as  under  the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the 
express  command  of  God  or  the  secret  inspiration  of  the 
blessed  Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to  their  own  reason  and 
sense  of  the  natural  decency  of  things,  have  erected  houses 
for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated  them  from  "  all 
mihalloived,  worldly  and  common  uses,  in  order  to  fill  men's 
minds  with  greater  reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty,  and 
affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion  and  humility  in  His 
service,"  and,  whereas,  the  delivering  of  orations,  and  holding 
elections  on  secular  or  political  subjects  and  occasions,  and 
the  usual  worldly  accompaniments  and  circumstances,  are 
thought  inconsistent  with  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  this 
declaration  of  the  Consecration  service,  and  have  been  found 
to  give  pain  to  many  members  of  our  communion,  and  gen- 
erally to  be  of  injurious  tendency;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  this  Conventio7i,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the 
Vestries  of  all  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage, 
and,  if  possible,  interdict  the  use  of  the  Churches  under  their 
care  fjr  all  unJialloived,  worldly  and  commoji  purposes.  (Passed 
1828) 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors 
in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular

13.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect 
and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  THE  SOUTH.* 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  on  the  part  of 
this  Diocese,  respectfully  report : 

That  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in 
August  last,  at  Sevvanee,  only  the  two  lay  Trustees  from  this 
Diocese  were  present.  To  the  great  regret  of  all  our  beloved 
Bishop  was  unable  to  attend,  and  the  clerical  Trustee,  Rev.  A. 
T.  Porter,  was  detained  at  the  North  by  illness.  At  these 
meetings  the  absence  of  any  Trustee  is  greatly  regretted,  but 
the  absence  of  any  of  our  Bishops  is  still  more  seriously  felt. 
We  realize  that  the  confidence  of  our  Dioceses  in  the  Univer- 
sity rests  upon  their  confidence  in  the  Bishops,  who  form  so 
important  and  influential  a  portion  of  its  government. 

We  are  glad  to  say,  from  the  reports  submitted  by  the 
officers  and  Standing  Committees,  and  from  our  own  obser- 
vation, that  the  University  is  making  steady  progress  in 
wholesome  strength  and  usefulness.  We  again  call  the  atten- 
tion of  our  Dioceses  to  the  necessity  of  a  larger  endowment 
and  more  liberal  "  Advent  Offerings,"  to  place  this  institution 
in  a  safe  and  strong  position.  W^e  beg  them  to  remember  that 
our  people  are  each  day  looking  more  and  more  to  this  Uni- 
versity for  the  education  of  their  children.  And  just  in  pro- 
portion to  their  expectations  is  it  important  that  they  should 
not  be  disappointed  nor  discouraged.  If  each  will  do  what 
he  can,  its  future  will  be  safe  and  its  benefits  invaluable.

In  the  Parish  of  St.  James,  Santee,  our  Church  people  are  a  "  little  flock,"  and  much 
scattered.  My  visits  on  the  third  Sunday  in  each  month  continue  in  winter  and  sum- 
mer. I  am  absent  from  home  on  these  visits  six  days,  and  hold  five  services.  In  the 
intervals  of  my  visits,  lay  reading  has  been  kept  up  on  every  Lord's  day  in  summer  at 
the  McClellanville  Chapel,  and  for  a  part  of  this  winter  in  the  Parish  Church.  The 
unusually  heavy  freshet  and  bad  weather  during  a  part  of  the  winter,  prevented  some  of 
their  meetings. 

In  the  old  Parish  Church,  known  as  "  Wambaw,"  a  new  large  stove  has  been  set 
up,  which  is  a  great  comfort.  For  want  of  such,  our  country  Churches,  oftentimes 
large,  damp  brick  buildings,  have  very  slim  congregations.  The  old,  the  children,  and 
delicate  persons  cannot  stand  the  cold. 

A  small  organ  has  recently  been  purchased,  and  is  played  by  a  lady  of  the  congrega- 
tion. 
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ST.  ANDREW'S  PARISH. 

Rev.  J.  G.  DRAYTON,  Missionary. 

My  Dear  Bishop  :  Since  my  resignation  of  Ascension  Church,  Combahee,  of  which 
you  were  informed,  my  labors  have  been  confined  to  the  three  colored  congregations  in 
this  Parish. 

Notwithstanding  the  uncommonly  wet  winter,  and  the  strangely  multiplied  number 
of  rainy  Sundays,  the  interest  of  my  people  has  not  flagged,  and,  with  great  distances  to 
overcome,  they  have  continued  "the  assembling  of  themselves  together."  Our  services, 
when  my  strength  permits,  is  at  the  three  Chapels  on  Sundays,  and  on  Thursdays  we 
have  an  evening  service.  I  have  baptized  twenty-four  adults  and  one  infant,  officiated 
at  three  marriages,  and  buried  one  child.  Thirty  were  presented  for  confirmation  when 
you  last  visited  us.

I  would  report  the  completion  of  repairs  on  Parish  Church,  at  a  cost  of  about  $500, 
chiefly  raised  in  Charleston. 

The  Church  was  consecrated  on  December  27th,  1874  (ist  Sunday  after  Christmas.) 
I  have  officiated  there  regularly  on  the  second  Sunday  of  each  month,  and  the  attend- 
ance has  been  steady  and  increasing.  Indeed,  the  re-opening  of  this  Church  meets  a 
real  need.  Between  my  visits  lay  reading  has  been  asked  for  and  kept  up  for  several 
Sundays. 

In  the  village  Chapel  the  service?  have  been  about  the  same  as  last  year,  including 
those  special  ones  in  Lent.  These  were  held  on  two  evenings  in  the  week,  at  central 
private  houses,  and  were  well  sustained. 

The  system  of  weekly  offerings  in  envelopes,  for  current  expenses,  has  been  tried 
with  some  success. 

On  the  evening  of  Ash  Wednesday,  I  organized  a  Lay  Association  for  Church  work. 

In  this  venture  of  faith,  and  in  all  the  work  of  the  year,  I  have  met  with  failures  and 
disappointments,  and  only  partial  success.  God's  way  was  better  than  mine.  Yet  I 
would  gratefully  record  it,  that  "  hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us  " 

ST.  JAMES,  GOOSE  CREEK. 
(vacant.) 

Report  of  the  Wardens  mid  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  St.  James, 
Goose  Creek  Parish,  May,  i8y^. 

Old  Goose  Creek  Church,  as  it  is  familiarly  known,  was  built  in  1706,  and  is  now 
one  of  the  oldest  Church  edifices,  if  not  the  oldest  in  fact,  in  South  Carolina.  Many 
thousand  persons  annually  make  pilgrimages  thereto,  which  is  an  evidence  of  the  lively 
interest  taken  in  this  ancient  House  of  God. 

This  Church  has  not  been  used  for  public  worship  during  many  past  years,  but  the 
Vestry  are  happy  to  report  that  arrangements  are  now  being  made  to  repair  the  build- 
ing, carefully  avoiding  any  alterations.  And  as  there  has  been  lately  quite  an  addition 
to  the  number  of  parishioners  from  other  parishes,  the  Church  will  be  re-opened  for 
Divine  worship  about  the  15th  of  November  next. 

During  the  past  winter  and  spring  months,  between  three  and  four  thousand  persons 
have  visited  this  old  Church. 

The  Otranto  Station,  on  the  Northeastern  Railroad,  is  within  a  short  distance,  and 
a  large  congregation  is  confidently  expected  to  worship  in  the  old  Church  every  Sunday 
during  the  winter  and  spring  months.

The  Rectorship  of  the  above  Parish  was  entered  upon  in  August  last,  in  connection 
with  that  of  Trinity  Church,  Edisto,  being  also  the  Missionary  of  the  Diocesan  and 
General  Domestic  Board,  and  from  these  latter  sources,  deriving  the  chief  support.  The 
former  ample  fund  in  both  of  these  Parishes  has  now  decreased  to  only  an  annual 
income  of  from  two  to  three  hundred  dollars,  and  which,  in  the  pecuniary  disabilities  of 
tne  parishioners,  would  be  entirely  inadequate  to  secure  the  same  monthly  services, 
v/ithout  the  additional  aid,  as  now  given.  There  is  evidence,  however,  of  life  and 
vitality  in  both  in  the  regular  and  large  attendance,  in  additions  in  membership,  as  well 
as  those  for  the  increased  fervency  of  the  services  and  the  more  appropriate  completion 
of  the  interior  arrangements,  which  render  more  beautiful  and  inviting  the  sanctuaries 
of  holiness  A  small  portable  organ  is  about  to  be  secured,  a  small  baptismal  bowl  has 
been  placed  in  position  by  the  children,  too,  scattered  at  different  seasons,  with  the  alter- 
nating services  at  the  different  seasons  at  Chapels  and  Parish  Church,  for  regular  and 
continued  Sunday-school  instructions ;  and  the  Chancel,  Altar,  Lectern,  and  rear  window 
have  received  appropriate  draperiefs  in  the  Parish  Church,  the  Chapel,  ("  Grace,")  at 
Rockville,  having  been  considerably  improved  by  more  limited  ones;  a  coat  of  paint 
for  its  Altar  and  Lectern,  and  with  that  of  "  Zion,"  Midway  Chapel  has  also  iti  striking 
sentence,  in  the  former  being  "Holiness  unto  the  Lord,"  and  in  the  latter  a  reminder, 
"  House  of  Prayer,"

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Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  we  have  had  correspondence  with  several 
parties  looking  to  the  filling  of  our  pulpit,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  when 
our  parishioners  are  mostly  together  in  Plantersville  (the  neighborhood  summer  retreat), 
but  so  far  without  success.

Financially  and  numerically,  the  Church  is  feeble.  I  have  received,  up  to  date, 
^25  00,  and  I  may  receive  $75  00  more.  Three  times  a  month  my  congregations 
are  full,  but  of  a  young,  and  new,  and  non-Episcopal  people.  We  have  more  Church 
people  out  of  Edgefield  than  in  it. 

Monthly  services  have  been  held  at  Johnston's  Depot,  seven  miles  from  Edgefield. 
Congregations  full,  and  in  the  afternoon  I  have  had  an  interesting  Bible  Class.  There 
is  no  Church  building  of  any  denomination  here.  I  use  the  school-house,  holding 
about  one  hundred  persons. 

At  Pine  House,  I  cheerfully  accepted  the  offer  of  the  people  to  hold  service  for  them 
monthly,  and  to  take  charge  of  a  Bible  Class  I  have  baptized  one  infant  and  one 
adult  from  this  section  of  the  Parish,  eight  miles  from  Edgefield.  We  now  have  five 
communicants,  and  the  prospect  of  more;  one  family  and  four  individuals  of  families, 
non-Episcopal.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  hold  service  every  fifth  Sunday  in 
the  Baptist  Church,  which  has  been  loaned  for  the  purpose.

I  was  absent  from  my  Parish  for  six  months  on  account  of  ill  health,  hence  a  falling 
off"  in  our  contributions. 

There  are  over  forty  communicants  of  this  Church  who  are  in  the  country,  or  out  of 
the  city,  who  still  claim  this  as  their  Parish,  but  I  do  not  report  them,  as  they  are  not 
here  to  contribute  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Parish, 

I  collected  abroad  sixteen  thousand  dollars  in  behalf  of  the  Holy  Communion  Church 
Institute,  during  the  last  summer,  all  of  which  was  spent  for  Church  work  in  this  Dio- 
cese. Has  not  the  time  come  when  the  Church  at  large  in  this  Diocese  will  do  some- 
thuig  to  help  this  Church  school  ?  Eight  years  we  have  struggled  on  with  little  help 
from  the  Church  at  home.  We  have  created  a  Church  school  which  invites  examina- 
tion, and  embraces  a  thorough  education,  at  very  moderate  rates,  and  under  Church 
principles.  Will  not  churchmen  send  us  their  children  ?  $200  a  year  is  our  largest 
charge,  and  all  who  pay  are  helping  those  who  do  not  pay. 

If  the  Church  wishes  such  a  work  in  this  Diocese,  it  must  show  more  interest,  for 
the  burden  is  becoming  almost  too  much  to  bear.  Sixty  boys,  sons  of  the  Church,  we 
take  care  of  this  year  without  a  dollar  paid  for  them,  and  it  costs  $170  for  each  one. 
Will  no  one  help  us  ?

On  the  last  Sunday  in  November,  I  gave  up  my  connection  with  the  school  at  An- 
derson, and  began  services  at  Willington  Church.  I  now  preach  first  and  third  Sundays 
at  Anderson,  second  and  fourth  at  Newberry,  fifth  Sunday  at  Willington,  and  once  a 
month  hold  a  service  there  during  the  week  Besides  this  work,  I  stop  once  a  month 
at  Chappell's,  on  the  G.  &  C.  R.  R.,  and  hold  a  service  for  two  families  there  j  also 
once  a  month  at  Brook's  Chapel,  near  Ninety  Six. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  God  has  not  been  pleased  to  give  me  much  evidence  of  the 
acceptability  and  worth  of  my  labors  I  see  no  signs  of  growth  for  the  Church  at  any 
of  these  points,  and  feel  that  if  an  expansive  work  is  to  be  done,  it  must  be  by  some 
other  instrumentality  than  my  ministry.  It  is  an  important  work,  however,  and  should 
not  be  abandoned.  No  ground  ought  to  be  given  up,  and  faithful  servants  of  the  Lord, 
as  there  are  at  each  of  these  points,  ought  not  to  be  forsaken.  The  congregation  at 
Anderson  have  been  able  to  do  a  good  work,  in  the  painting  and  repairing  of  their  Church 
edifice.  The  Willington  people  are  looking  forward  hopefully  to  begin  the  building  of 
their  Church  in  the  Fall.  Besides  the  points  of  labor  already  mentioned,  I  preach  in 
the  afternoons  of  my  Newberry  Sundays  to  a  goodly  congregation  of  the  operatives  and 
their  families  at  the  workshop  of  Helena,  G,  8c  C.  R.  R.  I  have  introduced  the  mis- 
sion service  with  some  success,  and  the  congregation  is  very  attentive  and  decorous,  but 
very  little  hope  of  establishing  the  Church  among  them  P.  F.  STEVENS.

During  the  year  ending  30th  April,  1875,  I  officiated  on  my  mission  at  13  different 
points,  in  three  Counties — Barn,well,  Beaufort,  and  Colleton.  I  officiated  310  times, 
preaching  292  times,  on  52  Sundays,  and  134  other  days.  The  Bishop  preached  for 
me  12  times  j  and  on  6  occasions  of  public  worship,  I  read  the  Pastoral  letter  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  instead  of  preaching  a  sermon.  In  addition  to  the  services  on  the 
mission,  I  assisted  in  Divine  service  once  in  Charleston,  and  preached  once  in  Barnwell. 
During  the  year  I  officiated  312  times,  on  52  Sundays,  and  136  other  days,  preaching 
293  times  Of  the  services  on  the  mission,  40  on  25  Sundays,  and  15  other  days, 
were  exclusively  for  the  colored  people.  To  them  the  Bishop  preached  twice,  and  I 
preached  38  times.  During  the  year  I  celebrated  the  Communion  in  public  72  times, 
and  in  private  5  times,  77  times  in  all.  I  admitted  to  the  Communion  19  white  per- 
sons. The  whole  number  of  white  communicants  on  the  mission,  (exclusive  ol" 
Christ  Church,  Wilton,)  is  29  males  and  103  females,  132  in  all.  The  colored  com- 
municants number  11.  The  whole  number  of  whites  is  379  souls.  In  July  I  com- 
menced visiting  Allendale,  and  though  no  accessions  have  as  yet  been  made  to  the 
Church,  my  congregations  have  been  somewhat  encouraging.  Thinking  it  would  be 
of  advantage  to  the  Church  in  that  Parish,  I  arranged  with  Rev.  John  H.  Cornish  that 
he  would  visit  Christ  Church,  Wilton.  I  have,  therefore,  given  up  that  portion  of  my 
mission,  having  officiated  as  their  missionary  for  the  last  time  on  9th  April.  I  was 
unable  to  give  them  Sunday  services,  which  Brother  Cornish  will  do  once  in  each 
month.     May  God  prosper  his  work  and  labor  of  love.     During  the  year  I  travelled  on 


the  mission  6,766  miles,  at  an  expense  of  ^144.  In  portions  of  my  missionary  field 
I  am  much  encouraged,  while  in  others  much  coldness  and  indifference  are  exhibited.

I  have  been  for  some  months  past  preaching  to  a  congregation  at  Rantowle's,  a  station 
on  the  C.  and  S.  Railroad.  They  number  about  50  communicants.  On  the  fourth 
Saturday  of  each  month,  I  hold  service;  some  of  the  people,  I  have  been  informed, 
walk  five  or  six  miles  on  these  occasions. 

I  still  visit  the  "  Old  Folks'  Home"  on  every  Thursday  and  alternate  Sundays. 

My  prayer  meetings  on  Tuesdays  are  still  kept  up;  they  are  times  of  refreshing.  On 
these  occasions  I  read  a  chapter  and  exhort. 

At  the  jail,  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each  month,  the  congregations  are  large  and 
attentive.  Here  I  have  distributed  a  large  number  of  tracts  and  religious  papers,  also  a 
goodly  number  of  misson  service  books.  And  I  take  this  opportunity  of  informing 
the  brethren  that  I  am  always  ready  and  anxious  to  receive  all  such  reading  matter  they 
have  to  dispose  of. 

The  Franklin  street  school  I  visit  on  every  Friday  to  catechise  and  exhort  the  chil- 
dren. It  affords  me  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  this  school  is  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. 

I  have  a  congregation  at  a  farm  some  distance  from  the  city.  On  the  third  Sunday 
of  each  month  I  preach  to  this  people.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  they  have  not  made  so 
great  progress  in  building  their  Church  as  I  anticipated. 

My  congregation  at  Calvary  is  still  on  the  increase,  notwithstanding  our  trials.  The 
Church  is  in  a  good  condition,  with  the  addition  of  a  stove,  which  was  of  much  com- 
fort the  last  winter. 

My  Sunday  School  at  Calvary  has  much  decreased  in  number,  but  the  conduct  of  the 
pupils  has  much  improved.  The  children  I  catechise  on  every  Sunday  when  not  called 
off  to  assist  at  other  Churches. 

I  have  received  from  the  Ladies'  Bible,  Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Society  a  good  num- 
ber of  the  above,  and  distributed  in  the  city  and  country.  The  donors  will  please 
accept  my  thanks  for  the  many  favors,  hoping  that  God  may  be  glorified  in  the  salva- 
tion of  souls,  through  Jesus  Christ,

REPORT  OF  THE  MIDWAY  MISSION. 

During  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  year,  your  Missionary  held  services  at  this 
point  regularly  twice  a  month,  in  a  room  kindly  loaned  by  a  Methodist  lady.  The 
congregations  were  generally  as  large  as  could  be  conveniently  accommodated ;  the 
Communion  was  administered  five  times;  one  white  infant  was  baptized;  number  of 
communicants,  4;  baptized  at  Blackville,  i  white  infant. 

During  the  last  quarter,  in  consequence  of  repeated  bad  weather,  your  Missionary 
has  held  but  two  services  there.  Our  lady  friend,  who,  for  five  years  has 
given  us  the  use  of  her  parlor,  having  informed  us  that  it  would  not  be  convenient  to 
her  to  have  the  services  in  her  house  this  year,  upon  consultation  with  the  members  of 
the  mission,  I  decided  to  move  it  to  Bamberg.  By  so  doing  I  have  not  deprived  any  of 
our  own  people  of  the  services  of  the  Church,  but  have  made  them  more  accessible  to 
some,  who  could  not  reach  us  before  Moreover,  one  family  belonging  to  the  Church 
has  recently  removed  from  Charleston  to  Bamberg,  and  my  own  family  can  now  attend 
the  services  much  more  frequently  than  formerly  ;  the  distance  to  be  travelled  being 
only  1^  instead  of  5^  miles.  In  addition  to  all  this,  Bamberg  is  a  much  larger  and 
more  thriving  place,  and  there  is  a  much  better  prospect  for  the  growth  of  the  Church. 

I  have  held  6  services  in  Bamberg,  having  removed  here  the  1st  of  March,  and  on 
all  occasions  have  had  far  larger  congregations  than  it  was  ever  possible  to  gather  in 
Midway  I  think  that  there  will  be  7  communicants  of  our  Church  here,  instead  of 
4  at  Midway.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  Board  will  sanction  the  change  of  place  thus 
made,  and  will  not  think  that  I  have  exceeded  my  powers.

REPORT  OF  REV.  J.  MERCIER  GREEN,  CITY  MIS- 
SIONARY. 

Charleston,  May  ist,  1875. 

Rt-  Re'v.  and  Dear  Bishop: 

My  official  acts  as  City  Missionary  have  been  as  follows  : 

1st.  Visits  to  the  sick  and  convalescent  almost  daily  in  the  white  and  colored  wards 
of  the  city.  Also  visits  to  sick  poor  in  the  wards  of  the  city.  Also  several  visits  to 
the  Jail  and  to  the  Alms  House.  Until  a  Rector  was  appointed,  your  Missionary  visited 
the  House  of  Rest  occasionally. 

2d.  Your  Missionary  has  baptized  white  adults,  35  white  children,  5  5  colored  chil- 
dren, 2  5  total,  10.     Four  white  adults  have  been  prepared  for  confirmation 

3d.  He  has  distributed  Bibles,  Testaments,  Prayer  Books,  Mission  Service  Books, 
Tracts  and  papers. 

4th.  Your  Missionary  has  received  for  the  support  of  the  mission,  in  addition  to  the 
appropriation  of  the  Advancement  Society,  from  Grace  Church,  in  response  to  an  appeal 
from  the  pulpit,  $10.78  ;  also  for  the  poor  of  the  mission,  from  Mrs.  T.  J  Y.,  $5  5 
Mrs.  R.  M.,  $5  J  Mr.  T  ,  $1.50;  "A  little  girl  for  a  poor  child,"  through  Rev.  E.  E. 
Bellinger,  $1.50.    Total,  I13.     Also,  bundles  of  clothing  for  the  poor. 

The  interest  awakened  in  this  department  of  mission  work  has  continued  unabating. 
From  the  original  appointment  of  a  City  Missionary  has  been  developed  an  active  lay 
co-operation,  both  male  and  female.  With  the  exception  of  St.  John's  Chapel  Mis- 
sion, under  the  venerable  and  much  beloved  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Dr,  Marshall,  your 
Missionary  found  this  important  field  wholly  unoccupied  by  Church  workers.  The 
City  Hospital  was  altogether  imsupplied  with  Protestant  clerical  ministration,  with  the 
exception  of  the  seamen's  department. 

Now  we  have  co-operating  with  the  City  Missionary  "  The  Ladies'  organization  for 
visiting  the  public  charitable  institutions  and  in  the  several  wards  of  the  city  5"  "  The 
Church  Aid  Association  "  The  Committee  on  the  House  of  Rest,"  and  "  The 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cemetery" — in  all  of  which  we  recog- 
nize manifest  tokens  of  the  Divine  blessing,  which  should  encourage  our  hearts  to  faith 
and  perseverance  in  this  glorious  work.

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REPORT  OF  ST.  JOHN'S  HALL. 

My  dear  Bishop  :  Required  by  Canon  to  make  a  report  of  this  Church  school,  I 
have  only  to  say  that  its  condition  is  not  materially  changed.  The  number  of  pupils 
remains  about  the  same.  I  have  reduced  the  number  of  teachers  until  such  time  as 
we  may  need  more. 

We  pursue  our  work  none  the  less  earnestly  and  faithfully,  because  of  the  smallness 
of  numbers,  and  appeal  with  confidence  to  all  patrons  and  visitors  who  have  examined, 
for  testimony  to  our  efficient  working. 

The  one  thing  to  discourage,  is  the  apathy  of  the  Church,  in  respect  to  Christian 
education, — the  knowledge  that  the  presence  of  a  teacher  of  French,  or  of  music  in  some 
institution  has  more  influence  with  many  who  "  profess  and  call  themselves  Christians," 
in  the  selection  of  a  place  of  education  for  their  children,  than  the  presence  or  absence 
in  it,  of  the  truth  of  God — "  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints.

CONSTITUTION* 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  L 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  accedes  to,  and  adopts  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their 
authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  the  Convention — Meetings. 

Section  I.  A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in 
Charleston,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  or  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preced- 
ing Convention. 

Sec.  11.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and 
such  meetings  shall  be  held  when  and  where  the  authority  so 
calling  it  shall  determine  ;  and  at  such  meeting  no  other 
business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the  notice 
so  calling  said  meeting ;  nor  shall  a  Bishop  or  Assistant 
Bishop  be  elected  at  such  meeting. 

*For  proposed  amendments  see  report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons, 
(Appendix  IV.) 
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Sec.  III.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other 
cause  deemed  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority,  to  require  a  change  of  the  time  or  place  for  the 
meeting  of  a  Convention,  either  stated  or  special,  the  said 
authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  for  holding 
such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after 
such  designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Convention — Members. 

Section  I.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergy- 
men and  Laymen. 

Sec.  II.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is 
one,  and  every  other  Clergyman,  who  has  been  actually,  as 
well  as  canonically,  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space 
of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  performing  the 
duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister,  or  Assistant  Minister 
of  a  Parish  ;  or  as  a  Missionary  acting  under  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  the  Diocese  ;  or  as  a  Chaplain  in  any  public 
or  benevolent  institution  ;  or  as  a  Professor  in  the  Theologi- 
cal Sqminary  of  the  Diocese  ;  or  who,  after  a  continued  service 
of  at  least  twenty  years  in  this  Diocese,  by  the  infirmities  of 
health  or  age  may  have  been  incapacitated  for  further  active 
duties  of  the  Ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
a  member  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  III.  Every  other  Clergyman  in  good  standing,  canoni- 
cally resident  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Convention,  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  IV.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  (4)  in  number, 
shall  be  elected  by  the  respective  Episcopal  Churches  in 
union  with  this  Convention,  from  among  the  members  of 
those  Churches  respectively,  to  represent  them  in  Convention  ; 
the  deputies  to  be  elected  in  such  manner  and  time  as  each 
Church  shall  deem  proper,  to  serve  for  one  stated  Conven- 
tion. They  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats  in  Convention,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their 


election.  For  special  Conventions,  special  elections  shall  be 
held. 

Sec.  V.  No  deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct 
Churches,  or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  VL  A  Lay  member  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention as  a  deputy  from  any  Church,  shall  not  (without  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention)  be  permitted  to  relin- 
quish his  seat  and  take  his  seat  as  the  deputy  of  another 
Church. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Quonnn. 

Ten  (lo)  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  lay  representa- 
tives often  (lo)  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  generally  ;  but  any  number  of  either 
order  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President, 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of 
the  Convention,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one.  But  in  case  neither  of  them  be  present,  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  President 
of  the  Convention  ;  and,  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding  offi- 
cer shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary, 
A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  (and  continue  in 
office  until  a  successor  be  appointed,)  who  shall  keep  a  true 
and  correct  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention, 
attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  give  notice  to 
each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
any  stated  or  special  meetings  of  the  Convention,  and  this 
notice  shall  be  given  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  meeting  of 
such  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  VIL 

Of  the  Treasurer. 
A  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  chosen,  who  shall  keep  reg- 
ular accounts  of  all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid 
before  the  Convention,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the 
hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  papers  and  funds,  relative 
and  belonging  to  the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his 
charge. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

Of  Voting. 

On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body  ; 
but  any  two  clergymen,  or  the  deputies  from  any  two 
Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when 
the  clergy  shall  vote  individually,  and  the  lay  deputies  by 
Churches,  (a  majority  from  each  Church  having  one  vote,) 
and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary 
to  a  decision. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  Voting  for  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 
In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  and  a  majority 
of  each  Order  shall  determine  a  choice  :  Provided,  that  two- 
thirds  {%)  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds 
(^)  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  be  present ; 
otherwise  two-thirds  (2^)  of  the  votes  of  each  Order  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Admitting  ParisJies  or  CJmrcJies  into  the  Convention. 

New  Parishes  or  congregations  desiring  to  unite  with  the 
Convention,  may  be  admitted  thereto  in  the  following  man- 
ner :  They  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Bishop, 
or,  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, stating  the  due  organization  of  their  Church,  the 
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election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  their  means  or  pros- 
pects for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and  their  willingness  to 
conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And  at  the  Convention  next 
succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Bishop  or 
Standing  Committee  shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Con- 
vention for  its  decision  thereon.  In  case  the  congregation  so 
applying  be  within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  Church- 
es, they  shall  state  also  the  reasons  for  the  proposed  organi- 
zation, the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship  from  the  other, 
or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  additional 
facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing 
Church  or  Churches,  and  the  Convention  shall  decide  whether 
or  not  such  proposed  organization  shall  take  effect,  and  the 
congregation  be  admitted  into  union,  as  in  other  cases,  with 
this  Convention. 

Should  the  Convention  make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  :  Provided,  always,  that 
the  deputies  of  the  Church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though 
entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  that  meeting 
of  the  Convention.  But  no  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from 
any  Church  or  Parish,  which  has  for  three  (3)  successive 
years  neglected  to  elect  a  Vestry  and  Wardens,  or  to  pay  its 
quota  to  the  Convention,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  tJic  Standing  Committee. 

Section  I.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Pres- 
byters of  the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately 
from  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the  Church  of  the 
Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Constitu- 
tions and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions, 
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who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed. 

Sec.  II.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they 
shall  choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their 
President,  and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings and  business  of  the  Committee,  to  preserve  them 
carefully  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  alone; 
to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to 
the  Standing  Committee  ;  to  attest  their  public  acts  ;  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee  which 
may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  III.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  an 
abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  /ormer 
Convention. 

Sec.  IV.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffi-ages  of 
the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee 
being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Conventio7i. 

Section  I.  At  every  stated  Convention  next  preceding  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four 
Laym.en  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese 
in  General  Convention.  Immediately  afterwards,  four  other 
Presbyters,  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be  chosen  by 
ballot  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representatives 
and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  II.  In  case  any  deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  de- 
cline such  appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forth- 
with inform  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  said  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to 
the  General  Convention  one  of  the  substitutes  in  the  order  in 
which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which  order  shall  be 
decided  by  lot  by  the  managers  at  the  time  of  election. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enume- 
rated in  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  offences  for 
which  Ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished^'  and  in  the  Canons 
of  this  Convention.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted  according 
to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor 
shall  any  article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or 
new  article  be  proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in  by  a 
majority  at  one  Convention,  and  adopted  by  two-thirds  of 
both  orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Convention.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  at 
the  opening  of  each  Diocesan  Convention,  to  lay  upon  the 
Secretary's  table  a  list  of  those  Parishes  and  Churches  which 
have  for  three  successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas 
to  the  Convention.    [Passed  in  1868) 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  communicant  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  in  the  Dio- 
cese for  Diocesan  purposes.    (Passed  i8yi?) 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the 
several  Churches  in  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of 
Deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select 
persons  who  are  regular  communicants  in  the  Church. 
[Passed,  184.2.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  for  the  time  being,  to  furnish  the  Ministers  of 
the  several  Parishes  or  Churches  with  blank  copies  of  the 
usual  form  for  the  reports ;  and  that  they  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  required  to  make  annual  returns,  conformable  to  the 
same.    [Passed  1826.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  of  the 
Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  respective  Pastors, 
incurred  by  their  attendance  on  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
[Passed  18 j8.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent- 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  (^4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
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terly  payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
his  Episcopal  duty.    (Amended  i8^g) 

7.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund. 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  in  his  annual  summons  to  the  different  Par- 
ishes or  Churches,  to  state  the  quota  of  such  Parishes  or 
Churches  to  the  Bishop's  Fund  when  called  for  by  special 
resolution  of  a  previous  Convention.    {Passed  iS^p.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  in  voting  by  ballot,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  and  Churches  in 
order,  and  the  votes  be  brought  forward  and  deposited  with 
the  tellers  as  called  for;  and  no  votes  shall  be  received  after 
the  tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes.  [Passed  i8^y.  Amended 
i8si.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay,  at 
or  before  every  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  the 
quota  of  this  Diocese  toward  defraying  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  General  Convention.    (Passed  18 j 2.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  in  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot  and  by 
Orders. 

12.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  iSyo) 

13.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the 
organist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

14.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  sexton  acting  for 
the  same  period.    (Passed  18 j6) 

15.  Resolved,  That  the  custom  of  returning  thanks  for  ser- 
mons preached  before  this  body  is  inexpedient  and  unneces- 
sary, and  shall  not  in  future  be  observed.    (Passed  18 2g.) 

16.  Whereas^  It  is  customary  and  altogether  desirable  that 
the  Bishop,  as  the  father  in  God,  alike  of  his  Clergy  and  of  his 
Laity,  should  make  mention  in  his  Annual  Addresses  to  us 
of  the  deaths  of  our  brethren  ;  therefore 
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Resolved,  That  the  practice  of  introducing  also  on  the  floor 
of  this  House,  resolutions  respecting  the  same  afflictive 
bereavement  is  superfluous  and  unadvisable,  and  be  hence- 
forth discontinued. 

17.  Whereas,  According  to  the  Consecration  Service  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church, devout  and  holy  men,  as  well 
under  the  law  as  under  the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the 
express  command  of  God  or  the  secret  inspiration  of  the 
blessed  Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to  their  own  reason  and 
sense  of  the  natural  decency  of  things,  have  erected  houses 
for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  separated  them  from  all 
iLJiJiallowed,  worldly  and  cojmnon  uses,  in  order  to  fill  men's 
minds  with  greater  reverence  for  His  glorious  Majesty,  and 
affect  their  hearts  with  more  devotion  and  humility  in  His 
service,"  and,  whereas,  the  delivering  of  orations,  and  holding 
elections  on  secular  or  political  subjects  and  occasions,  and 
the  usual  worldly  accompaniments  and  circumstances,  are 
thought  inconsistent  with  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  this 
declaration  of  the  Consecration  Service,  and  have  been  found 
to  give  pain  to  many  members  of  our  communion,  and  gen- 
erally to  be  of  injurious  tendency  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Convention,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the 
Vestries  of  all  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage, 
and,  if  possible,  interdict  the  use  of  the  Churches  under 
their  care,  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common  purposes  . 
{Passed  1828) 

18.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors 
in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular 
communicants  of  the  Church.    [Passed  18 yo.) 

19.  Whereas,  The  practice  of  both  public  and  private  travel- 
ing on  the  Lord's  day  is  deemed  to  be  a  prevalent  evil  of  the 
times;  and,  whereas.  Canon  18,  Title  I.,  "of  the  due  celebra- 
tion of  Sundays,"  prescribes  that  all  '  persons  within  this 
Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and  taught, 
in  private  and  public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devotion 
and  in  acts  of  charity,  using  all  godly  and  sober  conversation :" 
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Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  be  sohcited  to  the  above  Canon 
(Passed  18^4..) 

20.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect 
and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  minister. 

21.  Resolved  ist,  Thit  the  Convention,  accepting  the  ''Actio 
Incorporate ,  ivith  uniform  rights,  poivers  and  privileges,  Protestant 
Episcopal  Congregations  in  South  Carolina^  does  hereby  set  it 
forth  to  be  conformed  to  by  the  congregations  in  this  Diocese, 
and  does  advise  that  those  not  yet  incorporated  or  whose 
charters  have  expired,  do  avail  themselves  of  its  provisions. 

2d.  That  the  said  form  be  published  with  the  Journal  of 
each  succeeding  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 


AN  ACT, 


[Passed  by  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina,  in  December^  1862,) 

TO  INCORPORATE  WITH  UNIFORM  RIGHTS,  POWER  AND  PRIVI- 
LEGES, PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CONGREGATIONS  IN  SOUTH 
CAROLINA. 


Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives noiv  met  and  sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  hereafter,  when  any  male  adults, 
being  not  less  than  twelve  in  number,  in  this  State,  shall 
desire  to  associate  themselves  together  for  the  purpose  .of 
forming  a  Church  according  to  the  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State, 
they  shall  be  allowed  to  do  so  by  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions,  for  the  Dis- 
tricts in  which  the  said  applicants  reside,  a  written  statement 
of  such  purpose  and  intention,  signed  by  them,  and  setting 
forth  the  name  of  their  Church  and  the  style  of  their  corpo- 
ration, which  statement  shall  be  recorded  in  the  said  Clerk's 
office,  and  on  receiving  a  certificate  thereof,  they  shall  become 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and 
shall  be  known  by  name  and  style  designated  in  their  said 
written  statement. 

Sec.  II.  That  the  said  corporations  shall,  by  their  respect- 
ive corporate  names,  have  a  succession  of  officers  and  mem- 
bers according  to  their  respective  by-laws,  and  shall  have 
power  to  make  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  gov- 
ernment, not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  South  Carolina  or  the 
Constitution,  Canons,  and  other  regulations  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Ciiurch  in  the  same  ;  to  have  and  to  keep  and  use 
a  common  seal,  the  same  alter  at  will ;  to  sue  and  be  sued. 
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plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  Court  of  this  State,  and  to 
have  and  enjoy  every  right  incident  to  incorporations. 

Sec.  III.  They  shall  also  be  empowered  severally,  to  retain, 
possess  and  enjoy,  all  such  property,  real  or  personal,  as 
they  may  respectively  be  possessed  of,  or  in  anywise  entitled 
unto,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  given,  bequeathed,  or  in  any 
way  acquired  by  them,  and  to  sell,  alien,  and  in  any  way  trans- 
fer the  same,  or  any  part  thereof 

Sec.  IV.  Any  congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  already  incorporated  in  South  Carolina,  may,  on  the 
expiration  of  their  charter,  or  at  any  time  before,  if  they  see 
proper  to  surrender  their  charter,  become  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  by  making  known 
their  intention  to  do  so,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  the  same. 


APPENDIX  IX. 


THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  PROTEST- 
ANT EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 


To  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  (or  Council)  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina  : 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  IX.  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  I  would  hereby  officially 
make  known,  through  you,  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  of 
South  Carolina,  the  following  proposed  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  recommended  by  the  General  Convention 
of  1874,  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1877  to  wit: 

I.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Convention  of 
1874, 

Resol-ved,  That  it  be  recommended  and  proposed  that  the  following  alteration  be 
made  in  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit  :  Insert  at  the  end  of  the  Article  the 
words  : 

"  The  General  Convention  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and  Conven- 
tion of  an  organized  Diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  is  too 
large  for  due  Episcopal  supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  set  off  a  portion  of 
such  Diocesan  territory,  which  shall  thereupon  be  placed  within,  or  constitute,  a  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  determine." 

II.  It  was  further 

liesol'ved,  That  the  following  be  proposed  and  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses 
as  an  amendment  to  Article  VIII.  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  added  at  the  end  of  the 
Article  as  it  now  stands,  to  wit,  the  words  : 

"  Pro'videdy  That  the  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  arrange  and  set  forth  a 
shortened  form  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  to  be  compiled  wholly  from  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer." 
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III,  It  was  further 

Resol-vcd,  That  the  following  be  proposed  as  an  amendment,  by  way  of  addition  to 
the  Eighth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit : 

Pro'vidcd,  hoiue'ver.  That  the  General  Convention  shall  have  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  amend  the  Lectionary  5  but  no  act  for  this  purpose  shall  be  valid  which  is  not 
voted  for  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House 
of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
House  of  Deputies." 

Resol-ved,  second,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  cause  the  foregoing 
proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  to  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church.
